night before it was delivered. They used it 
in keeping some Southern members from go- 
ing to Mills. Silver Dollar Bland after 
talking against Mills for months did go to 
him after a ballot or two, but that was one of 
his many eccentricities and did not mean that 
the unlimited coinage members were in any 
better humor with Mills. Silver is as much a 
factor in the fight now as the tariff. 

There will be no more caucuses of the IIli- 
nois delegation. Immediately after the ad- 
journment Tun Trrsunez correspondent asked 
Mr. Springer when will the Illinois delega- 
tion caucus again?“ 

“The Itlinois’ delegation will caucus no 
more on the Speakership. The Springer men 
on the delegation will meet frequently until a 
choice is made.” 

The Ilhnois visiting statesmen will remain 
here for a few days at least. They hope a 
choice will be had early next week and that 
Mr. Springer will be selected. 

Representative Bynum said at midnight: 
It's the prettiest, most sharply defined fight 
in politics that has ever come under my obser- 
vation. The striking feature to me is the ex- 
treme good feeling which obtains among the 
members during the tiresome but exciting 
session. Nothing of a personal nature, or 
bordering on harsh criticism or abuse, was 
heard. While the contest is free from acri- 
mony and ill feeling it is exceedingly close 
and cleanly cut. 

Justified Springer’s Candidacy. 

The first ballot justified Springer’s candi- 
dacy. It showed that with any sort of loyalty 
in his own State and in the West he would 
have gone into the race on nearly equal terms 
with Mills, There would have been the cer- 
tainty of more than fifty votes for him. Mills 
got fourteen’ votes from Illinois, Iowa, and 
Wisconsin alone. Crisp had a beavy 
majority in the Southern States east of the 
Mississippi and to the Ohio River and the At- 
lantic coast, with the exception of Tennessee, 
which haa to stay with McMillin. Ohio was 
strongly for him. New Jersey was his solidity. 
New York and Pennsylvania gave him a good 
majority. Then there was a scattering report 
in New England and the West. 

What strength Mills had lay in the 
North and Southwest and in New En- 
gland. Hatch in Missouri made a break in 
his Southwestern support, but to offset this he 
had eight or nine votes in New York, anda 
scattering support in Ohio and Pennsylvania 
as well as on the Pacific coast. Kentucky was 
the only State south of the Ohio that he divided 
equally with Crisp. It was the Mississippi Valley 
alone which p\sced him in competition with 
Crisp. In Ina ana he got a bare majority and 
in Michigan ho did not do as well as expected. 
Succeeding ballots showed that Crisp and 
Mills, by the fullest exertion of their reserve 
strength, were still far short of a majority. 
Neither the Cleveland nor the anti-Cleveland 
infiuence could do much in changing votes. 

Illinois Democrats Proved Treacherous, 

The pounding away at Springer’s strength 
began early in the balloting. The treachery 
in his own delegation made it apparent that 
she Mills men wantéd his votes from the start 
and were going to get them if possible. Fith- 
ian, Forman, and Lane thought .they 
would be at the head of Millis’ pro- 
cession and voted for Mills against their 
This gave 
the excuse for the Iowa members to go to 
Mills, which they jumped at eagerly. Wis- 
consin and Michigan were both more decent. 
They split their votes and.gave Springer a share. 
The manner in which the Springer support 
lowered from more than thirty toa faithful 
vote of less than twenty showed that neither 
Crisp nor Mills could sweep it away by a 
brush. 

To everybody's surprise five Indiana 
members stgid stoutly ballot after ballot 
for Springer. Lynch of Wisconsin, Youman 
and Weadock of Michigan, gave the Illinois 
man one vote, Page of Rhode Island, Wheeler 
of Michigan, Stevens of Massachusetts, and 
Sampson of Virginia stood by him for three 
ballots. This was better than Williams of 
Illinois did, as he went off after two ballots. 
Owen Scott and Scott Wike could stand it no 
longer, and on the fourth ballot got into the 
Mills camp. Sampson of Michigan and 
Rielly of Pennsylvania stood it out for four 
votes. 

Springer’s Faithfal Friends. 

This left a Springer phalanx which would 
vary a little from eighteen votes. It included 
Cable, Newberry, Busey, Snow, Steward, Dur- 
borow, and McCann of IIliuois, Gahtz and 
Houk of Ohio, Bryan of Nebraska, Babbit 
and Miller of Wisconsin, Shively, Holman, 
Martin, McClellan, and Patton of Indiana. 
Stout of Michigan and Terry of Arkansas 
also stood firm for seven ballots, and then 
drifted away. 

Of the Iliinoisans holding out Newberry 
and Cable were at first counted for Mills, but 
to the surprise of Texas managers they kept 
on voting for Springer. When the Mills folks 
learned that Gantz and Houk of Ohio would 
go to Crisp as soon as the two IIlinoisans 
went to Mills, there was no longer 
any mystery about it. After seven 
or eight ballots it was found that if a 
break-up could be forced in the Springer 
ranks it was a question of one or two votes 
whether Mills or Crisp would be the more 
greatly benefited thereby, but the Springer 
men showed no signs of breaking and the Mills 
people began to beg, where a few hours before 
they had been bulldozing. After half a dozen 
ballots, Senator Gorman and veral other 
Senators, who were taking a friendly interest 
in Crisp, left the Capitol disgusted. Don 
Dickinson, who was doing what he could for 
Mills, continued to wander around like a 
ghost of Grover Cleveland. It was seen that 
the members in caucus would break the dead- 
lock without much regard to outside influence. 

Looking for a Compromise. 

About 10 o’clock in the evening the wearied 
crowds in the corridors began to talk com- 
promise, but there was little of it inside where 
the members were doing the  vot- 
mg. Each candidate was suspicious of 
the other. Gen. Tracey of New 
York threw out a suggestion of Wilson of 
West Virginia. As this would mean Mills un- 
der another name, the Crisp following had no 
idea of encouraging it. Besides, the Texan 
himself was not in the mood to 
give up. It was recognized that 
neither leading candidate could dictate the 
selection. Don Dickinson was labormg with 
the Michigan members, but as they were 
voting almost unanimously against Mills there 
was little profit for his labors. Col. W. R. 
Morrison was watching where the miscalcula- 
tion haa been, while Senator Carlisle was a 
case of gloom. 

There was for the first time a little cheer 
among the Crisp people. They thought they 
saw their way clear to prevent the choice of 
Mills, if not to elect their own man. Mr. 
Springer was approached after a dozen bal- 
lots and for the hundredth time asked to 
throw his strength to Mills. Judge Hayes of 
lowa came to him with thesuggestion that he 
could lead the procéssion and elect Mills. 

I am not legding any procession,”’ retorted 
Springer. The men who are voting for me 
are domg so from conviction. You Iowa gen- 
tlemen see now, what I told you, that Mills 
could not be elected with your votes, You

A MILLIONAIRE “ WIELDS A PICK 
AT JACKSON PARK. 


Jean Allioli, the Paris Merchant Who Dis- 
appeared 80 Mysteriously from the 
French Capital, Washes Himself at the 
Pump on the World's Fair Grounds and 
Wresties with Beefsteak Furnished by 
Contract — Earning $1.25 a Day and 
Happy—How He Was Discovered. 


Chicago does not yield to New York in the 
matter of millionaire heroes or martyrs. Even 
if the Empire City has a millionaire who has 
shown himself impregnablo against dyna- 
mite bombs, Chicago now comes to the front 
with a millionaire who is daily working out 
his salvation and the price of his board with 
pick and shovel. 

The great fame of the World’s Fair is now 
assured. When a man whe owns millions of 
glittering gold coin in Paris leaves them all 
for the sake of being allowed to handiea 
shovel and wield a pick on the Worid's Fair 
grounds, the great Exposition may well 
be considered attractive. This is what the 
millionaire Jean Allioli of Paris has done and 
is doing. He is labormg every day and with 
the sweat of his brow is earning $1.25a day 
with lots of other Italians at the Exposition 
grounds, He had a hard time, too, to get the 
job. It required all the influence that his 
short sojourn in Chicago could muster to ob- 
tain it. 

Allioli disappeared from Paris several 
weeks ago and created a sensation throughout 


be found, and all efforts to trace him proved 
futile. Only through a letter was it learned 
that he had discarded the luxuries of high life 
for the labor of the ditch. 

Millionaire Allioli has to get up at 5 o’clock 
every morning and, after wrestling with a 
piece of beefsteak supplied by contract, he 


shoulder and his shovel on the other. Until a 
month ago,in Paris, he was accustomed to 
reading the morning papers and eating a light 
breakfast in bed, before his valet-de-chainbre 
began to assist him in dressimg. Then he 
used to go out for a ride on the Grand Boule- 
vard, or perhaps the Champs Elysées, after 
which he sometimes dropped into his great 
mercantile establishment to dictate letters of 
business to his chief secretary. 
The Millionaire Now Has to Hustle. 

Now he hasto hustle at the word of coin- 
mand, when the Italian foreman shouts: 

Fiva clocka. Geta upa.”’ 

No bath awaits him, there is no valet to help 
him, no choice of meats for breakfast. The 
hydrant is close at hand and if the water is 
not frozen in ithe may wash himself. He 
needs no valet, for he sleeps m his clothes. 
Nearly every laborer on the Fair grounds does 
so. He has an appetite born of good hard 
work, and he feels no desire to cater to its 
preferences. 

Monsieur the millionaire had a hard time of 
it in Chicago. When he left Paris so sud- 
denly it was thought he was kidnaped 
and hidden away in the catacombs for a big 
ransom, like Dumas’ hero in Monte Cristo. 
On leaving the gay capital of France he pur- 
chased a ticket from an agent of the Com- 
pagnie Generale Transatlantique. The agent 
gave him the address of @ man in Chicago 
who, he said, would make things pleasant for 
him in the World’s Fair City. The address 
given him was: Charles Wegmann, Golden 
Star House, No. 208 Third avenue.“ 

Jean Allioli arrived here Nov. 17 and went 
to the address given. He rented a room for 
the night. paying 50 cents for it. He told Mr. 
Wegmann that he had just “come from 
France, that he had heard much of the 
forthcoming Exhibition and wanted to see it, 
and if possible to get work that would keep 
him in Chicago. Bright and early aext morn- 
ing he sent a message to the landlord request- 
ing him to get out of bed and help him to ob- 
tain employment. While Wegmann was eat- 
ing his breakfast the incognito millionaire 
hovered around, beseeching him to hurry so 


even a day. 
Mishaps of a Wealthy Man Disguised. 


Disappointment awaited him, for the host 
of the Golden Star was unable to help him. 
The day passed slowly for the million- 
aire. He sat most of the day 
in the barroom watching the colored 
men and others playing pool. Now and then 
be bought a glass of beer and nibbled a 
pretzel. 

Next morning he sallied forth again, but 
evening saw him still out of a job. Wegmann 
directed him that evening to an Italian em- 
ployment agency on Dearborn street near 
Polk. Allioli went there and was redirected 
to a place on Fourth avenue, where natives 
of sunny Italy are want to gather of an ever- 
ing. Alkoli was born in Italy, though he had 
long lived in Paris, and he was anxious to 
meet some of his early Italian friends. 

What happened to him on the way there 
was related at the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion at 11 o’clock that night. He said he had 
been waylaid by a colored woman who, at 
No, 204 Fourth avenue, relieved him of $18). 
This was nearly every cent thathe had with 
him at the time. Policemen Griffin and Gal- 
vin arrested the woman, but no trace of the 
money could be found. 

The beguiled millionaire met with little or 
no sympathy from the police. His landlord 
evinced still less pity and gave him a lecture 
on the subject of avoiding evil ways. 
Next day Allioli took his departure 
from the hotel and went to Jackson 
Park. He succeeded at last in getting 
work, and there he has been for the last few 
weeks, while the newspapers of Paris espe- 
cially and of the cities of the world in general 
have been writing columns about his mysteri- 
ous disappearance, 

Where Allioli Lived. 


The house in which M. Allioli took up his 
abode is a lodging-house at the end of a long 
string of dilapidated houses across the 
street from the freight-shed of the Polk 
Street Depot. The proprietor is a good- 
natured looking German, who runs 
the house in as quiet and orderly 
a manner as the various characters of his 
guests will allow. Many of his customers are 
stranger who come in over the Wabash, Mo- 
non, Nickel-Plate, and the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois railroads. 

“Yah, ha, ha,” laughed Mr. Wegmann last 
night en told that his guest was a million- 
aire. “1 did not know that. He did not tell 
| me he was so very rich. He said he had a 
wife and sons in Faris and that when he had 
settled to work here he would have them come 
over. : 

He was not fond of talking to the people 
who come in here. The only language he 
used while here was French and few of that 
nationality happened to be around while he 
was here. He paid for his board and bed 
regularly, but said he was not overprovided 
with money.“ 

The landlady of the house seemed to regret 
that she did not know of the wealthy charac- 
ter of her unpretentious guest at the time he 
was staying in the house. 

The letter through which Allioli was located 
was the followmg, sent to his wife from Chi- 
cago under date of Nov. 5: 

I am quite well and happy, so don’t worry. No 
one has killed me and I have not committed sui- 
cide. I left home intending to spend a few aays 
at Lyons, but I changed my mind and went to 
Havre. I took passage on the Bretagne for New 
York, arriving there heard every one talking of 
the World's Fair in Chicago, so I went there, as I 
hoped to get work. I succeeded immediately and 
I am now so satisfied that I shall remain here. 

The letter concludes with a request to his 


wife to join him in Chicago, and he has given 
his address as Golden Star House. :

Rumors That It Is Insolvent, with the Treas- 
urer in Engliand—Aunu Investigation.

number of business-men of this eity. have been 


in Chicago for the last two days investigating 
the affairs of the Dakota and Minnesota Stone 
company, whose headquarters are in the 
Chamber of Commerce Building. The parties 
locally interested learned Thursday that the 
above-named company was insolvent, and its 
treasurer had gone to England with all the 
available funds. The matter was kept quiet 
untiltoday. The Dakota and Miggpesota Stone 
company was incorporated e April. Its 
operating territory was Sioux Falls, 
S. D., and Pipestone, Minn., and its 
headquarters in Chicago. Its officers 
were P. F. Poorbaugh, President; S. P. Poor- 
baugh, Vice-President; W. H. Coughenour, 
Secretary; and Charles Mylas, Treasurer. 
Bonds were issued for $550,000 stock. The 
Poorbaughs had a econtrollimg interest. A 
large amount of the stock Was put into the 
treasury to be sold. Early im the season it 
was offered as low as 25 centé on the dollar. 
Later it was advanced to S@and75. An ex- 
cursion to Pipestone was g¢ up late in 
June by Chicago parties. A paper’s 
representative went alo and wrote 
up the junket and quartz in glowing 
colors. Marshalltown capi were invited 
to join the excursion and did go, being fur- 
nished free transportation and lavish enter- 
tainment. They were induced to invest, and 
it is stated that at least $50,000 of Marshall 


County money went into 22 one 
man ir vesting 88,000 The Supoerin- 
tendent of Schools is one of the victims and 


the County Attorney is said to be another. 
Dr. Kellogg, one of the investors, has 
just returned from Chicago. In an interview 
he said the company had been compelled to 
make an assignment, being unable to 
promptly meet its obligations, but he thought 
it would come out all right eventually, and 
was practically solvent.

KANSAS CITY WATER-WORKS ENJOINED. 


Charles Sooy Smith of New York Alleges 
the Bond Issue Will Be Iliegal. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 5.—Charles Sooy 
Smith of New York today filed an injunction 
suit in the United States Court to restrain 
Kansas City from issuing the $2,000,000 bonds 
to build new water-works and to cancel any 
that may be sold. The bill alleges that the 
complainant owns real estate in the city 
of the value of $55,000 and that his 
taxes will be largely and illegally in- 
creased by the issuance of the bonds; 
that the city has no authority to build water- 
works or issue bondsto pay for them; that 
the city is bound by contract and law to pur- 
chase works of the National Water-Works 
company or renew its contract with that com- 
pany in 1893; that the bonds will be void be- 
cause the extension of the limits of the city in 
1885 was illegal, and that without that exten- 
sion the city never contained a sufficient num- 
ber of inhabitants to authorize it to adopt its 
present charter; that the ordinance for the is- 
sue of the bonds never pa-sed the Council; 
that the amount of the bonds is in ex- 
cess of the amount the city is legally 
authorized to issue; that the sygem of 
water works proposed to be built with the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds is impracticable and will 
nevertheless cost not less than 
$3,500,000. The suit has created ex- 
citement in city official circles as it will cast 
doubt on the validity of the bonds, if issued, 
and would defeat the claim of innocent pur- 
chasers on the part of any one into whose 
hands the bonds might fall. 


ACTOR CURTIS MUST REMAIN IN JAIL. 


The Supreme Justice Rules That Nev 
Testimony Cannot Be Introduced, 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 5.—[Special,]— 
M. B. Curtis, the actor, better known under 
his stage name of Sam’! of Posen, had a 
hearing this afternoon on his application to 
the Supreme Court for release on bail pend- 
ing his trial for the murder of Officer Grant. 
Curtis’ attorney ciaimed the right of his client 
to release on three grounds: First, that the 
proof was not evident and that presumption 
not great that Curtis did the shooting. De- 
spite all the evidence no one saw the actor 
shoot. The case was simply one of circum- 
stantial evidence with the last link in the chain 
connecting Curtis with the killing missing. 
Second, he claimed that the police force and 
detectives had formed a conspiracy to con- 
vict and hang the prisoner because the man 
killed was an officer. Third, he claimed 
much of the testimony taken at the preli mi- 
nary examination was false. He revived some 
of this testimony, and cited the case of one 
witness who confeased he had perjured him- 
self to gain favor with the police. On these 
grounds, therefore, he demanded the release of 
the prisoner on suitable bonds, 

District-Attorney Barnes, in reply, declared 
that a habeas-corpus writ did not permit the 
introduction of any new testimony. On the 
old evidence, taken at the preliminary exami- 
nation, Curtis should be kept in jail till his 
fate was determined at a regular trial. The 
Chief-J ustice held that Barnes’ point against 
the introduction of any new testimony was 
sound. He temporarily remanded Curtis until 
he could go over the testimony of the prelim- 
inary examination.

MONTGOMERY LAUNCHED AT BALTIMORE 


United States Cruiser No. 9” Given the 
Title She Will Carry Hereafter. 

Battimorge, Md., Dec. 5.—[ Special. I—Six 
thousand people crowded the decks of steam- 
boats and the wharves and piers of the harbor 
this morning and tried to shout louder than 
the hundreds of steam whistles screeched as 
United States cruiser No. 9, now bearing the 
name Montgomery, slid from the ways at the 
Columbian Iron Works. The stand built for 
the sponsor and party was covered with the 
red, white, and blue.

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TELLS HOW SITTING BULL WAS KILLED. 


Conrad Disstler Says the Old Sioux Chief 
Was Murdered. , 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—Sit- 
ting Bull was murdered. Conrad Disstler, 
who made the sixty-mile march across the 
sand plains of the Sioux Reservation from 
Fort Yates to Grand River with Troop F, 
Eighth Cavalry, Dec. 6 last, told the story of 
the killing of the aged chief here this after- 
noon. He was shown the affidavit of Sitting 
Bull’s wives charging that Bull was murdered 
and said it was substantially correct. Disstler 
was an eyewitness of the killing. He said: 

„Red Tomahawk never liked Bull, 
and he was glad of an oppor- 
tunity to go into his camp under 
government orders. Troops F and G, Eighth 
Cavalry, under Capt. Fetchet, arrived at 
Grand River at 6o’clock the morning of 
Dec. 7. The Indian police were ahead of us, 
and Red Tomahawk, their leader, found and 
entered the tepee of Sitting Bull. When he 
told the Chief that he was to come with him 
Bull. made no resistance, but came out. He 
was surrounded by women, and they, alarm 
made an outcry. Tomahawk suddenly drew 
his pistol and shot the aged Chief. Bull fell 
to the ground wounded, but not mortally, 
while Tomahawk and his party made for a 
log cabin, where they were quickly besieged 
by the hostiles. it , 

„Capt. Fetchet brought the two field guns 
into play at once. He and Troop G protected 
them, while we of F were dismounted and 
sent down the hill on a charge into the camp.

A Suit by a Tunnel Victim Compromised— |

dismissed. One of the conditions of the set- 
tlement was that the reporters were not to be 
informed what amount the company had paid. 


To Relieve the State Street Jam. 

CurcaGo, Dec. 5.—{Editer of The Tribune. 
While the discussion of the loop ordinance for the 
Chicago City railway is on will you permit me to 
call attention to a much better mothod of re- 
lieving the glut of State street? The occupation 
of South Clark street and Wentworth avenue by 
horse- cars which are run in a slovenly manner, 
apparently merely to hold those streets and pre- 
vent the occupation by another company with 
rapid transit, ought to be broken up. By build- 
ing a viaduct over the railroads at Sixteenth 
street a cable line could be brought into the heart 
of the city which would serve the interests of a 
large part of the South Division much better 
than at present, and would relieve State street so 
that no new loop would be needed. The policy of 
‘making State street the sole entrance to the city 
by rapid transit may be advantageous to 
the company whose unearned increment 
has become of twice the value of its original cap- 
ital. (Ite stock is now selling for per share 
of $100, or thereabouts.) But it is detrimental to 
the public. I have been informed that a strong 
party once existed in the management of the rail- 
road in favor of cabling the two streets, Clark and 
Wentworth, but was not quite strong enough to 
overcome large-dividend-and-little-service 
majority inthe board. Without this proposed 
— I look upon new cross-town lines as 
us . They will serve to still more congest 
State street, and cry of want of accommoda- 
tion will soon arise as at present.

Blevated Road in the Middle of Down- 
Town Thoroughfares for Vehicular 
Traffic and Depressed Tracks for Cars in 
the Streets Underneath—Safety and Great 
Speed Afforded—Yerkes’ System Criti- 
cised as of Too Cheap Construction—Small 
Shives the Chief Trouble. 

George Apfel, a mechanical expert living on 
the North Side, believes he has a solution of 
the rapid intramural transit question and a 
remedy for congested stteets and sidewalks in 
the business heart of the city. His scheme 
contemplates an elevated roadway in the mid- 
dle of the streets and depressed railroad 
tracks immediately underneath it. The ac- 
companying drawing illustrates the plan. 

The elevated driveway is for vehicular traf- 
fic only, and its utmost height 1s not to be 
more than eight feet above the surface of the 
street. In a sixty-six-foot street the driveway 
would be twenty-two feet wide, or one-third 
of the entire width of the street, leaving a 
space of twenty-two feet on each side of it for 
sidewalks. This elevated roadway is to be

driveway and not to exceed 100 feet in length. 
Beneath each incline or approach is to be a 
passageway, making the sidewalks continuous 
and unobstructed, as at present. 

Directly underneath the elevated roadway 
and for a width of twenty-two feet the surface 
of the street, in Mr. Apfel’s plans, is to be 
lowered three feet, and in this depression 
tracks will be laid for railways. The sides of 
this railway would be guarded by ornamental 
open work extending between the columns 
supporting the elevated driveway. The pas- 
sage beneath each street- crossing could be 
used as a passenger station, and the trains 
could be teadily approached, as 1t would re- 
quire but a step or two downward to reach the 
platforms of the cars. Mr. Apfel asserts that 
there would be little noise from the passage of 
trains thus run, and no such jarring and 
vibration as result from trains run on tracks 
elevated in the air. 

Could Run at Any Speed, 

Should steam power be deemed objection- 
able for the depressed railway the trolley elec- 
tric system could be used by attaching the 
overhead wire to the girders of the elevated 
driveway, thus keeping it out of sight and 
secure from injury. As the railway tracks 
for their entire length would be inclosed, the 
trains could be run at any speed possible to 
attain. 

The cost of this elevated twenty-two foot 
driveway, Mr. Apfel estimates, would be $45,- 
000 a mile. The posts and girders would be 
of steel and iron and the floor of the driveway 
be paved with cegar blocks. He has not esti- 
mated the mileage cost of his depressed rail- 


road, 

With this inclosed railroad in the middle of 
the street, if any one desired to cross from 
one side of astreet to the other he would 
have to go to the nearest incline. These in- 
clines could be reached by stairways at street 
intersections. 

As Mr. Apfel would have all vehicular traf. 
fic of every nature conducted on the elevated 
driveway the entire surface of the present 
streets except the middle, used for the rail- 
road, would be given over to pedestrians. 

The comparatively recent introduction of 


cable roads has developed anew feature in | 


civil engineering,“ said a prominent exponent 
of the profession. “I have considered the 
subject of cable construction and know the 
technical difficulties likely to be encountered. 
I voice my own convictions and those of many 
of my profession when I say that the difficulty 
with the North and West Chicago street rail- 
road systems is bad engineering to begin with, 
superinduced by a desire to econo- 
mize in construction. That is precisely 
the difference between those systems and 
the South Side system. I doubt if the West 
and North Side systems together cost as much 
actually per mile as the South Side system. No 
money was spared in the construction of the 
latter, while the object of Mr. Yerkes was to 
spend no more money than was absolutely 
necessary. ‘The plans of the three systems es- 


tablish this fact to the professional eye, and: 


the comparatively few accidents and delays on 
the South Side system ought to similarly con- 
vince the general public. 

The Trouble with Yerkes’ System. 

„The great trouble with the Yerkes systems 
is the short curves, and the chief trouble at 
these “curves is the small shives. There has 
been sufficient experience to absolutely dem- 
onstrate that short shives will not pass the 
cable around these short curves without fric- 
tion. A shive is the wheel beneath the surface 
which passes the cable around the curve. 
The original engineering was faulty in 
that these shes were not larger, 
but it was more economical to build a small 
than a large vault in which to accommodate 
the action of the shive. The South Side shives 
are much larger. Ihe best curve on the 
North Side system is the one at Monroe and 
La Salle streets, which compares favorably 
with that at State and Madison streets on the 
South Side system, at neither of which, I 
venture, have many, if any accidents or delays 
occurred. The abominable ones are those 
on the South Side of the West Side system and 
those at Washington and Jefferson strecta. 
The curves of the North Side system, with the 
one exception noted, are all bad, particularly 
that at Lilinois and La Salle streets. 

Another incident of the inefficiency of the 
Yerkes systems is the economical policy which 

revents the employment of a technically in- 
ormed man to watch the cables as they pass 
through the power-houses. A good man 
would instantly detect any broken strands as 
the cable passes over the power-house 
Wheels. When detected they ought to 
be instantly repairea. The delay in so doing 
would not aggregate one-fourth the time con- 
sumed in repairing a break or replacing the 
old with a new cable; and, besides, it would 
avoid the many serious and costly accidents 
of almost daily occurrence. 

“I predict the management will eventually 
have to put in larger shives on all curves of 
the West and North Side systems. The larger 
the shives the better. ,

INSANE PATIENTS WITH RICH RELATIVES 


Milwaukee Seeking to Ascertain if Back 
Charges Can Be Collected. 

Mitwavukeeg, Wis., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—The 
recent discovery that persons with relatives 
able to pay for thém are maintained in the in- 
sane asylum at the expense of the county led 
to an investigation which was begun today by 
the County Board Committee on Laws and 
Legislation. As to the right of the county to 
collect back charges from the relatives of 
such persons the District Attorney gave it as 
his opinion that nothing could be collected 
from the relatives until after application had 
been made to the County Judge to declare 
euch relatives liable. According to law rela- 
tives are liable in the following order: Fa- 
ther, children, mother. Where the insane 
person has an estate the District Attorney 
said that back chargesecan be recovered. Dr. 
White, Superintendent of the insane asylum, 
testified that it was his custom to ask people 
comtmitting relatives to the asylum if they 
were able to pay, but he often found that 
relatives did not believe themselves liable. 
He had coilected $10,000 .last year from es- 
tates and relatives.

NO PRESENT CAUSE FOR AN INQUEST. 


A Charge of Negligence in the Northern

on the Northern Pacific railroad at Canton 
two weeks ago.

Coronor Hertz sent. a communication to 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker yesterday which 
may result in gettmg President Yerkes into 
trouble. It was in regard to the George 
Snell case. The Coroner told the State’s At- 
torney that he respectfully submitted for his 
consideration the verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury in the Snell case. In a part,“ he wrote, 
“the jury said: We cannot too severely 
censure the North Chicago Street railway 
company for gross negligence and hold the 
company responsi ble for the death of the de-

simply wanted the State’s-Attorney to 
know what the Coroper’s jury thought of the 
case and the company’s responsibility for the 
death of Snell. It would not be becoming 
to remind a public officer of his duty. 1 
think the State’s-Attorney knows what his 
duty is and will perform it in this case. 

The Coroner thinks that Mr. Yerkes can be 
tried criminally for the death of George Suell 
and bases his opinion on Sec. 49 of the Crim- 
inal Code entitled. Criminal Carelessness.’’ 
This section in effect says that whoever has 
control or management of a public convey- 
ance used for the common carriage of persons 
and is guilty of gross carelessness or neglect 
whereby the safety of any person shall be en- 
dangered shall be imprisoned not longer than 
three years, or be fined not more than $5,000, 
or both. 

State’s-Attorney Longenecker said he had 
received Coroner Hertz’ communication and 
that if upon investigation he found grounds 
for an indictment he would place the matter 
in the hands of the grand jury. However, 
he continued, the Coroner does not lay the 
blame upon any one. If it is as the jur 
states that there was gross negligence it shoul 
have found out who the person or persons were 
—whether Mr. Yerkes or some of his em- 
ployés—and held them to the grand jury. Then 
it would have been imperative for the d 
jury to take action. But, as I said, I will look 
over the evidence and if there is ground for an 
indictment the matter will be taken up by the 
grand jury.“

MAYOR WASHBURNE’S SUGGESTIONS. 


Will Be Presented to the Council 
Monday Evening—A Resolution. 

Mayor Washburne devoted considerable 
time yesterday to the preparation of a 
message to the Council in reference to the 
congestion of travel and traffic in the central 
portion of the city. The main features of the 
message were outlined in the interview pub- 
lished in Tun Tripuns Wednesday. The 
Mayor said yesterday in reference to the sub- 
ject that his desire is to have the whole sub- 
ject investigated by a cotamittee in which all 
parties and interests are concerned. The 
message will also deal with the question of 
hastening the construction of the elevated 
roads. Representatives of the L roads 
will be appointed to serve with the investigat- 
ing committee. 

On the subject of the alley L“ road Her- 
man Benze, the real estate representative of 
the corporation, said yesterday: We put up 
a block of the road in the few days we were 
at it last week. - We will have it as far as Con- 
gress street by Jan. 1. Condemnation pro- 
ceedings will be urged in the Supreme.Court 
as fast as the law allows for the route south of 
Thirty-ninth street.’’ 

Ald. Brookman says he will introduce the 
following resolution in reference to the loop 
for the surface roads in the Council tomorrow 
evening. It will probably be referred to the 
committee to be appointed in accordance with 
the Mayor’s message: 

Wereas, Much dissatisfaction exists and in- 
convenience is experienced by the people of this 
city by the inadequate railway or transit facilities 
afforded them to get to and from their homes,

wWEREAS, The business district lying immedi- 
ately north of the river on the North Side, west 
of the river on the West Side, and south of Van 
Buren street on the South Side, are in a position 
of innodnous desuetude and can be materially 
benefited by a change in our cable loop system; 
therefore, it i : 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a committee of 
nine members from this Council, three from the 
North Side, three from the West Side, and three 
from the South Side, to confer with the proper 
railway officials \with a view to arrange for the 
building of temporary loops, one in the neighbor- 
hood of Kinzie street, one in the neighborhood of 
Canal street, and one\in the neighborhood of Van 
Buren street, said loons to be used for the accom- 
modation of extra cars anly that are now or may 
be hereafter precluded from going through the 
tunnels or around the main loops, and thus pro- 
viding accommodations for not only those who

THINKS HE CAME FROM GLENS FALLS. 


Mr. Wing of St. Joseph Feels Certain Wil- 
son Was an Old New York Friend. 

Sr. Josurn, Mo., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—H. D. 
Wilson, the man who threw the dynamite in 
New York yesterday, has a personal fnend in 
this city in the person of W. H. Wing. The 
friendship dates back to Glens Falls, N. T., 
where both Mr. Wing and Mr. Wilson resided 
some seven years ago, where the latter was 
engaged in the hotel business, and later on 
became connected with the Glens Falls Daily 
Republican. Mr. Wing says that Wil- 
son settled in Glens Falls in 1884, 
and opened the Hotel Wilson at Lake 
George. He remained in the hotel some two 
years, when he disposed of his interests and 
secured a position on the reportorial staff of 
the Glens Falls Daily Republican. He was 
a bright writer, and seemed ina fair way to 
win fame and fortune when his reason began 
to desert him. A few months later he waa a 
‘raving maniac and was committed to an asy- 
lum for the treatment of the in- 
sane. While there his mental con- 
dition was | iy improved, and a few 
months later he man to escape from the 
asylum. He returned to Glens Falls again and 
for several months seemed to be perfectly 
rational. But the disease had not ehtirely de- 
serted him, anda few months later his mind 
was again a blank. He disappeared from 
Glens Falls and was next heard from in New 
York. Here his wife and friends lost sight of 
him, and nothing was heard from him until 
yesterday, when the telegraph announced 

a man named Wilson had blown 
up Russell Sage’s office with a dyna- 
mite bomb. The head of the ‘man, 
which had been completely severed from 
the body, was identified as that of Hi WII 
son, as he was formerly known in Glens Falls. 
Mr. Wing says there is no doubt Wilson was 
insane, and to this he attributes his attempt 
to get moriey out of Mr. Sage. Mr. Wing says 
that Wilson was about 45 years old ana was 
married. He had a number of relatives in 
New York and Albany. 


NO DOUBT OF WILSON’S IDENTITY. 


People in Kansas City “Certain He Was 
Formerly in Business There. 

Kansas Crrx, Mo., Dec. 5.— There is reason 
to believe that Hugh D. Wilson, late a mem- 
ber of the firm of Brewster & Wilson, in this 
city, is the man who threw the bomb at Rus- 
sell Sage in New York yesterday. Men who 
knew Wilson when he lived here say the pub- 
lished description of the would-be assassin is 
his. For years Hugh D. Wilson was a 
partner of Charles Brewster in the real 
estate business under the firm name of Brew- 
ster & Wilson, with an office at 202 American 
Bank Buildmg. Wilson made considerable 
money, but his friends say.that with the col- 
lapse of the boom he lost almost everything. 
He began to handle mining stocks, and about 
a year ago, not being successful here, removed 
with his family to New York. Persons here 
who aver that they have lately heard from him 
say that he has for the last few months been 
in straitened circumstances and in need 
of support for ‘his family. Nobody here 
can assign a reason for the deed, 
should the dynamiter prove to be Hugh D. 
Wilson. He never showed signs of insanity, 
but the troubles which he is averred to have 
had may have unsettled his mind. Mr. Brew- 
ster thinks from the published description of 
the dynamiter that he is Wilson. Wilson was 
in the employ of the American Employés’ In- 


York. He lived, when Mr. Brewster last heard 
from him, on Sixthavenue, near One Hundred 
and Fourth street.

FREE COINAGE WILL NOT COME, 


A Bill Cannot Be Passed Over the Presi- 
dent’s Veto. 

New York, Dec. 5,.—([Special.|—The New 
York Press will say tomorrow: The Press 
is able to announce today, on the authority of 
a Republican United States Senator, that a 
bill providing for the free coinage of silver 
cannot pass the Fifty-second Congress over 
the veto of President Harrison. The Press 
has made a poll of Congress, and the result 
announced 1s based on replies in writing from 
280 members of the Senate and House of. Rep- 
resentatives. The result indicates that there 
has been no’ abatement of the free silver craze 
by the West and South. 

The new Congress, which meets Monday, 
has in the House 236 Democrats, 87 Repub- 
licans, and 8 Farmers’ Alliance. Of the 244 
Democratic and Farmers’ Alliance members, 
162 are in favor of and will pass 
a free coinage bill of the Bland kind early in 
the session. The majority is so great that the 
President’s veto will be no obstacle to any bill 
which the House really desired to make a law, 
The Senate isthe bulwark of safety. It is 
Republican by a majority of nine, lar 
enough to make certain the defeat of any bill 
vetoed by the President.

were right. There was no outside speculation 
worth mentioning, but where were the stocks? 
Clearly not in the streets. 
It Is Not Like Old Times. 

Right here it is worth while to note one 
great change in the street which many of the 
old traders do not recognize. In former 
times, when there was a distinct class of giant 
speculators and a dozen millionaire room- 
traders, the shrewed observer might count 
upon his finger half a dozen men long or 
short in the aggregate of tens, yes, hundreds of 
thousands of shares. When'a bear combina- 
tion fellto work it knew thatif prices were 
driven down far, enough of the stocks to cover 
with could be forced out of the hands of such 
and such operators. In other words, stocks in 
enormous volume were being carried right in 
Wall street, and you could always bring them 
out on a rise or a fall. 

But those days have gone and with them 
has passed away the men who made the “ Wall 
street of their time. When the bears of to- 
day drive down prices 20 a level at which they 
would be content to eover, they look abeut to 
see where the stocks are to come from. But 
alas, there are no D. P. organs, nor Char- 
ley Osborns, nor H. N. Smiths, with boxes 
full of this stock or that. The stocks are dis- 
tributed far and wide over the country, ten, 

fifty, or a hundred shares here and there, m 
the hands ef butcher; baker, and candlestick- 
maker, and the poor bear after vainly tryi 
to get Ii his “shorts” sighs for the go 

ays and takes them in at the market,“ 
with result of putting prices just. back to 
the level from which he began to sell. 

Only a Traders’ Market. 

To return to the general speculation of last 
week we repeat it was only a traders’ market, 
up today and down tomorrow, but withal 
showing great strength until yesterday, when 
it assumed new life and power. Commission 
houses received both arbitrary and discretion- 
ary orders to buy stocks. Bonds were very 
active, sales in the two hours running close to 
$1,000,000. St. Paul rose a full point on the 
buying of round amounts, one broker taki 
in all about 10,000 shares. New York Cent 
was bought by a broker identified with Vane 
derbilt interests and the impression prevails 
that hoiders of shares of all roads in this 
system will get a handsome Christmas box in 
the way of extra dividends. In fact there was

ulation, and it would not be at all surprising 
if the market thus started on the upward tack 
should keep on it for some time.

cents any member disabled from work by 
sickness or accident is entitled to a sick bene- 
fit of 75 cents each day during his illness, 
provided that the period of disability 
18 not greater than ninety days 
inone year nor less than sevendays. The 
sick or disabled member is also entitled to the 
services of the society’s physician. In case of 
death the. persons designated by the member 
are ertitled to $100. 

The club is under the management of a 
Board of Directors elected by the members. 
With them rests the management of the club 
finances, the collection of dues, and the 
manipulation of -the general affairs of the 
club. Associated with them is a board of five 
trustees elected by the company. Their duty 
is to supervise the use of the property of the 
club, and to confer with the Board of Directors 
in nratters affecti the welfare of the club 
members. The right of veto is reserved. to 
them, to be exercised whenever in their judg- 
ment tne property is being diverted from its 
proper use. 

The rules of the club are few. They forbid 
the sale or use of intoxicants, the practice of 
betting or gambling, and the holding of polit- 
ical or religious meetings. 

The Steel Works elub is the only institution 
of the kind in the world, The credit of orig- 
inating it belongs to the directors of the Joliet 


Steel company, who appropriated the money 


for the building before the consolidation 
which formed the Illinois Steel company took 
place. The new organization approved of 
the idea and enlarged the undertaking. The 
first annual meeting was held Dec. 21, 1890, 
the anniversary of the opening of the house, 
but it was found to interfere with the plans 
of employés to spend the holidays with their 
friends, and the date was changed to Dec. 5.

BOGUS FIRM OF ARMOUR & TAYLOR. 


Trusting Farmers Looking in Vain for $10.- 
000 in Remittances from St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 5,—[Special.]—The 
two members of the Main street commission 
firm of Armour & Taylor have disappeared 
and are wanted by the police on acharge of 
defrauding many creditors. The sufferers are 
said to have lost sums ranging from $10 to 
$1,200, and aggregating about $10,000. 

The plan adopted by Armour & Taylor was 
an old one. They sent circulars to farmers in 
Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Kentucky. and other 
States offering to take chickens, butter, hides 
and other farm products at liberal figures and 
to dispose of them fora small commission. 
They claimed to have branch houses iu Chi- 
cago and New York and deposited money with 
the German Savings. Institution, but withdrew 
it shortly before their hasty flight. It is also 
claimed that to fully establish the firm’s 
standing mour gave out that he was a 
nephew of P. D. Armour of Chicago.

Outstanding bills 
were collected by offers of liberal discount and 
it is thought that fully $6,000 were raised in 
this manner. On Thursday the stock on hand 
was sold for $2,000 cash. The police gained their 
first knowledge of the fraud today, when a 
check in paymerit of silk underwear bought 
by Armour at a fashionable haberdasher’s was 
dishonored. The largest kaown victim is C. 
W. Straun of Montgomery City, Mo., who it 
is believed will lose $1,200. The men claimed 
to have been in the lumber business at Port 
Gamble, Wash., for twelve years, but inquiry 
did not substantiate this claim. 


BLIZZARD IS WEARING ITSELF OUT.

The Minority of the Advisory Board Sends 
Supt. McClaughry a Document Con- 
demning the Action of the Majority— 
Probable Compromise Regarding Wa- 
ter-Main Mxtensions—Status of the Sub- 
way Scheme—City Officials Did Not Ask 

tor the Auditoriam Conference. 

The Woman’s Advisory Board met in the 
committee room of the Council Chamber 
yesterday afternoon, and the business of chief 
public interest, though it occupied but a small 
part of the time of the meeting, was the pres- 
entation of a minority report to Supt. Mo- 
Claughry by Mrs. Minerva K. Elliott and Mrs. 
J. B. Hobbs protesting against the removal 
without a trial of the eight police matrons 


whose discharge was a’ked by the majority of 


the board. There was no discussion of the 
report, which was sent to the Superintendent 
after the meeting, It reads as follows: 

R. W. Pr 
Police—Dear Sir: We, 
1 K. Elliott, dissent from the action taken 

y the other members of the Woman'e Police Ad- 
visory Board at its meeting Nov. 14. The matrons 
are now working under anew arrangement and 
should be given a fair trial. bey haye been 
handicapped in every way, and it will be impossi- 
ble to tell what they will or can do when they get 
fully to work under the instruction of this board. 
Because they fell under the displeasure of cer- 
tain societies or persons while visiting the sta- 
tions at some time or times in the past. is no rea- 
son why they are not | matrons. We do not 

ieve matrons should be turned out of their po- 
sitions without charges be preferred 
penne them and without a bearing. 

ey belong to the Police Department 
and should be treated as policemen ia 
such matters. The statement may possibly be 
made that other matrons have been dismissed 
without a trial. But two wrongs do not make a 
right, and we cannot give our encouragement in 
turning women out at the beginning of winter or 
any other time unless we know or are convinced’ 
at a trial that they are not qualified. 

We have investigated the -cases of the eight 
matrons whose dismissals were recommended 
Nov. 14, by a majority of this board, and find 
them in many cases, in our judgment, fully 
qualified for the positions they hold. fe find 
many of them women of intelligence, of sym- 
pathy, and of good reputations. or these rea- 
sons we protest against the action of this board 
in asking for their removal.

THEY ARE LIKELY TO COMPROMISE, 


A Possible Ending of the Aldermen's Water- 
Extension Troubles, 

It is probable that there will be a compro- 
mise between the conservatives and the radi- 
cals in the Council tomorrow evening on the 
question of water-main extensions.

This was laid un the table Monday, 30 to 28; 
but Ald. Haynes, Sexton, Brookman, Fonda, 
and Kelly, who voted to lay it on the table, 
are prepared to move a reconsideration of 
that motion tomorrow evening, and then, it is 
said, the compromise oa Ae. adopted. This 
will enable the Controller to negotiate the 
water fund certificates without difficulty. 

The Controller has already prepared an ad- 
vertisement, which will be prin in the cor- 
poration paper Monday, calling for sealed pro- 
posals for the new water certificates. 


DID NOT SOLICIT A CONFERENCE, 


Supt. McClaughry Talks of the Auditorium 
Hotel Meetinc. 

Superintendent of Poiice McClaughry in re- 
ferring to the conference that took piace at 
the Auditorium Hotel Friday with the repre- 
sentatives of the Anarchists said yesterday 
that neither he nor the Mayor had solicited 
the conference nor asked the represetatives of 
the other side to meet them. ‘‘Mr. Wash- 


burne and myself went to the Auditorium No- 


tel on another matter, said he, and these 
people came down there. Wo did not 
send for them or ask for a 
conference, and the report that the 
Mayor in any degree receded from his 
former position is invorrect.

| stance, that for the odd-numbered precincts the 


Republican committemen submit the names 
of four competent persons for juages and 
two competent: persons for clerks, and that in 
the even-numbered precincts the Democratic 
committeemen submit the names of two com- 
petent persons for judges and two competent 
persons for clerks, The Commissioners could 
then make a choice. It was given out, also, 
that the missioners would consider the 
names of persons for judges and clerks rec- 
ommended by men of known political con- 
victions on ei side. Mr. English’s resolu- 
tion was adopted, and notice will be served on 
the Chairmen and Secretaries of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic committees to that 
effect. The action of the board will be es- 
pecially satisfactory to che Republicans. 

The several cases of alleged violations of the 
election law at the last election, which 
had been referred to the ard’s 
attorney, Mr. Boyle, were reported back 
by. him with the recommendation that 
the witnesses be cited to appear before the 
board. The recommendation was adopted in 
each case.and the witnesses will be asked to 
appear before the board at its next meeting— 
next Saturday. In the case of William Goer. 
ner, the Lincoln Park employé, who claims 
he was discharged for stopping work to vote, 
the Park Commissioners will be summoned.

WANTS IT TO END FARTHER SOUTH. 


Ald. Hepburn’s Objection to a Provision of 
the Subway Ordinance. 

No motion has yet been made to secure a 
joint meeting of the Committees on Streets 
and Alleys North and South on. the subway 
ordinance. When the ordinance comes up 
Ald. Hepburn will fight the provision to have 
the subway end at Madison street, and insist 
that the approach be extended to Jackson 
street, to meet the boulevard from the West 
Side. 

Commissioner Aldrich, however, thinks it 
will be better and cheaper to follow the sug- 
gestions made in his message to the Council 
and widen Michigan avenue thirty feet from 
Madison to Twelfth streets. That will give 
plenty of room, he said, for pleasure ve- 
hicles and traffic teams both. Thirty feet can 
well be taken off the Lake-rront park, which 
extends to Park row, and I understand that 
the thirty feet strip on the east of Michigan 
avenue from Park row to Twelfth street be- 
longs to the city, although fenced in by the 
owner of the adjoining property, and if that 
is so no land Would have to be condemned. 


Would Save the City $50,000, 

Ald. McAbee has a plan to save. the light 
fund $50,000 a year by having all the city 
oil lamps lit by contract. There are 11,000 of 
these lamps, 5,000 of which are taken care of 
by the city and 6,000 by contract, at a total 
cost of $150,000. “Ald. McAbee has been mak- 
ing some investigations on the subject and has 
come to the conctusion that the city work 1s 
done in so slovenly a fashion, with so large a 
proportion of leakage and shrinkage, that the 
city would save $50,000 a year by having all 
the work done by contract. 4 


A Shortage and Its Cause. 

It is said there will be a shortage of $150,000 
in the city fund for gas and gasoline street 
lighting at the end of the year. Controller 
May said yesterday: The shortage in the 
fund is caused by the large number of new 
lamps, orders for which were passed by the 
Council duri the year. We have been 
obliged to shut down on a large number of 
lamps in cases where they are not badly 
needed. Then the Chicago Gaslight and 
Coke company has consented to wait for half 
of its bill for the quarter ending Oct. 3 until 
next month, so we shall get through the year, 
after a fashion.“ 


Illinois Central Loses Its Case. 

The Illinois Central was defeated in Judge 
Sherwood’s court yssterday in an attempt to 
evade a $3,600 special assessment. The im- 
provement contemplated is the macadamizing 
of Madison avenue, Hyde Park. The railroad 
company’s right of way was assessed $3,600 
and the officers fought confirmation of the roll 
on the ground that the improvement was no 
benefit. Judge Sherwood and a jury heard 
evidence and a verdict sustaining the roll was 
returned. :

RENOMINATED MR, REED. 


Republican Members of the House Show 
Their Regard for the Ex-Speaker. 

Wasxineton, D. C., Dec. 5.—The Republic- 
an members of the House met this evening in 
the room of the Committee on Judiciary. 
There was but a small attendance, but the 
meeting was an enthusiastic one. When Speak- 
er Reed entered the chamber his colleagues 
greeted him with every manifestation of 
heartiness. When a quorum was present the 
caucus was called to order by Mr. Henderson 
of Illinois, Mr. Dalzeil of Pennsylvania acting 
as Secretary. Nomiaations for the Speaker- 
ship were in order at once, and Mr. Burrows 
of Michigan, in presenting the name of Mr. 
Reed, said in substance: 

Although the Republican majority in the 
House of Representatives was reversed by the 
election of 1890, itis gratifying to know that 
the Republican party of the country shows no 
sign of retreat from the advanced position 
which it took and maintained during the last 
Congress, and I venture to predict that the 
time is near at hand when the work of the 
Fifty-first Congress will meet the indorsement 
and the approval of the American people. 
That Congress revised the tariff in the interest 
of protection to American industries and labor ; 
it increased the currency by the fuil 
volume of our silver without the coinage of 
the depreciated dollar; it gave full value meas- 
ure to the survivors of the war for the Union 
of the country.

It entered upon the werk of 
building up the merchant marine. It passed 
a measure which, had it been enacted into 
law, would have given to every voter in the 
republic the opportunity of casting his ballot 
and having that ballot honestly counted.

FALL OF THE “POPE OF. STAVANGER.” 


A Norwegian Reverend in the Role of Dr. 
Jekyli and Mr. Hyde. 

New York Recorder: One of the most dra- 
matic scenes which have occurred in late 
years took place ten days ago in the parish 
churchin the Norwegian City of Stavanger, 
the rector of which is, or rather ‘was up to 
that date, the Rev. Dr. Lars Oftedal. 

He was regarded as the leading divine in 
King Oscar’s dominions. Nor was Mr. Ofte- 
dal’s activity confined to the church, for he 
represented the City of Stavanger in the Na- 
tion Legislature, and was rega as 
chief of the Clerical party in Parliament. 

Moreover, he was the proprietor of a news- 
paper possessing a wide virculahon and large 
. influence. Indeed, his importance 
and fame were such that he was known as the 
„Pope of Stavanger,“ and was renowned 
throughout Scandinavia for his marvelous 
eloquence and his extraordinary piety, fanati- 
cism, and religious enthusiasm. 

The sensation may therefore be imagined 
when the reverend doctor at the conclusion 
of his evening sermon in the Church of St. 
Peter, requested his congregation to remain 
seated, and then commenced a confession to 
the effect that for several years he had led a 
life of the grossest and most shameful immor- 
ality. He felt impelled in consequence there- 
of to tender his resignation: and to. humbly 
beg his parishioners, and in fact the whole 
church-going population of Norway, for for- 
giveness. : 

After recommending the numerous charita- 
ble works and institutions which he had or- 
ganized to the care aud support of the mem- 
bers of his congregation, he requested that all 
should join with him in prayer to the Almighty 
for furgiveness. The scene which followed 
was beyond description. ü

Mr. Prendergast, who had yielded the chair 
during the evening to Mr. Hotz, moved that 
when the board adjourn it adjourn till 2 o’clock 
Tuesday. This did not satisfy that sleepless 
parliamentarian Altpeter. It was not to be an 
adjourned meeting but the annual meeting. 
He objected to Mr. Prendergast’s motion and 
Mr. Prendergast, in the interest of peace, with- 
drew it. Whereupon vigilant Mr. Cooley 
moved that the hour for the annual meeting 
next Tuesday be fixed at 2 p. m. This was 
adopted and Mr. Altpeter beamed on his 
friends, Messrs. Wenter and Russell. 

The membets of the combine are not so 
sure of their ground as they were. They can- 
not muster more than f votes and they 
have to keep Mr. Altpeter tethered by strings 
of promises and flatteries, or there would be 
but three ot them. 

Mr. Eckhart made a declaration after the 
meeting, which, if they had heard, would bave 
caused the members of the combine much un- 
easiness. Referrmg to the declarations of 
those persous that there would be a clean 
sweep of the present officers of the board and 
to the rumors of plots for the removal of En- 
gineer Artingst to make room for En- 
gineer Benzette Williams Mr. Eckhart said: 

‘I for one am notin favor of sweeping or 
radical or many changes. I am utterly op- 
posed to the displacement of Mr. Artingstall 
or to changing the route or the plans which he 
has laid down. I shall be very slow to change 
the policy hitherto pursued. I shall be only 
quick when it comes to practical work.” 

Referring to the talk of his bemg a candi- 
date for the Presidency he said: “lam not a 
candidate for President of the board. I 
could not accept it. I think the place belongs 
to one of the old members. I am opposed to 
the election of any new member as President, 
and I have told Mr. Boldenweck so.”’ 

This declaration practically limits the avail- 
able candidates to Mr. Hotz and Mr. Wenter, 
and there is no doubt at all that Mr. Eckhart 
prefers Mr. Hotz to Mr. Wenter. Speakmg 
of Mr. Hotz Mr. Eckhart said: I know him 
to be an honorable, careful business man, 
and I know he has given much of his time and 
attention to the service of this board. He is 
also my personal friend.“ Further than this 
Mr. Eckhart did not go. It was not necessary 
to express himself further to indicate his 
choice. Dr. Gilmore 1s also outspoken for 
Mr. Hotz;so is Mr. Prendergast, There is 
little dow bt also that Mr. Boldenweck will be 
for Mr. Hotz. The members of the combine 
have been making overtures to Mr. Bolden- 
weck, but he will have nothing to do with 
them. The indications then are that Mr. Hotz 
will succeed Mr. Prendergast, that Mr. Arting- 
stall and mogt if not all of the other officers 
will be retained in their positions, and. that 
Mr. Cowdrey, Mr. Levy Mayer, Benezette Will- 
iams, Mr. Wenter, and the other hot candi- 
dates will be disappointed next Tuesday. 


Mr. Boldenweck Heard From. 


The business transacted yesterday consisted 
mostly of resolutions and references, Mr. 
Boldenweck presented the following, which 
was seconded by Mr. Prendergast:

Resolwed, That the’ President of the Board of 
Drainage Trustees appoint a committee con- 
sisting of three members of the Board, with the 
Attorney and eer to consult with the Mayor, 
Commissioner of Public Works, Corporation 
Counsel, and Chairman on Committee of Finance 
of City of Chicago, for the purpose of having 
a suitable ordinance prepared to reimburse the 
Board of Drainage Trustees in whole or iv part 
for moneys to be expended by them in the pur- 
chasing of land, the erection of pumping works. 
and the purchasing of pumping machinery to be 
locuted at or near Corwith, III. : 

Resolved, That the chief engineer be and is 
hereby ordered to prepare plans and specitica- 
tions and advertise for bids as soon as possible 
for the construction and completion of a pump- 
ing station, with all the necessary appurtenances 
at the crossing of the main channel with the II- 
linois and Michigan Canal at or near Corwith, 
said works to have a maximum capacity of not 
less than 80.000 cubic feet, or less than a minimum 
daily capacity of 60,000 cubic feet of water per 
minute to be delivered into the canal, under any 
and all conditions. 

Resolved, That the attorney is hereby ordered 
to procure at as early a date as possible, either 
by private purchase condemnation, such land 
as the Chief Engineer considers necessary for the 
erection ofthis pumping station with its neces- 
sary channels and appurtenances. 

Mr. Boldenweck said he offered the res- 
olution at that time thatthe matter might 
be settled in time to secure an appropriation 
from the City Council. Otherwise the 
board could not be certain that it would be 
reimbursed by the city for its expenditure on 
the new pumpmg works. 

Mr. Altpeter moved that the resolution be 
referred to the Joint Committee on Engineer- 
ing and Finance. There was no hurry about 
the matter. The Council would not take up 
the appropriation bill for months. Mr. 
Cooley seconded the motion and said: 

Jam not at all certain that it is neces- 
ay fe remove the pumping-works to Cor- 
with. This practically opens the question 
again and I think it will bear looking into.“ 

No Occasion for Delay. 

Mr. Prendergast pointed out that the en- 
gineer had recommended the course outlined 
in Mr. Boldenweck’s resolution. There was 
no occasion for delay except on the ground 


‘put by Mr. Cooley that it was not desirable to 


ollow the advice of the engineer. If the res- 
olution was to be referred on these grounds 
the reference was logical. 

Mr. Eckhart said he would favor the refer- 
ence, but that did not mean that he did not 
agree with the resolution or the removal of 
the pumping-works to Corwith. He wanted 
further information regarding so comprehen- 
sive a go pygmy The motion to refer was 
carri r. Boldenweck himself voting for it. 

Mr. Prendergast voted against the motion 
and said: I é vote this way because if I v 
otherwise jt would be the same as saying I 
was not in favor of the new works.“ 

Mr. Gilmore said that although he had 
voted to refer the resolution he diu not say 
by that action that he was against moving the 
works to Corwith. 

A delegation of Canal street property-owners 
present presented the following communica- 
tion through Mr. Altpeter: 

To the Honorable Board of Drainage Commis- 
sioners: We, the undersigned petitioners, repre- 
senting the people interested in having a bridge

The peti was referred to the joint com- 
mittee and the resolution of Mr. Prendergast 
being offered again, it was passed. 

The Joint Committee on Engineering and 
Finance recommended that the board secure 
the services of the Valuation committee of 
the Real Estate Board for the purpose of ap- 
praising the value of the real estate taken by 
the Sanitary District for its main drainage 
channel from the river to Summit, and that 
said committee be requested to make such ap- 
praisement as soon as possible and in detail 
and report to the attorney of the board at the 
earliest ible moment. 

Mr. Prendergast offered the following 
amendment: 

Provided, the members of such committee will 
cares to testify in court in support of their valua- 


on, 
This was incorporated in the 3 report, 
which was then passed unanimously. 

The Engineering committee reported on 
the resolution offered by Mr. Boldenweck two 
weeks ago, that it was its opinion that it is 
inexpedient at this time to fix the number of 
bridges to be constructed over the main 
drainage channel, and offered the following 
substitute for the resolution in question: 

Resolted. That in the construction of the main 
drainage channel as heretofore located by ordi- 
nance of the Board of Trustees of the Sanitary 
District of Chicago, all permanent bridges to be 
constructed shall be swinging or drawbridges 
and not stationary bridges. 

Resolved, That the engineer and Secretary use 
every means in their power to bring an early con- 
sultation with different railroad officials of the 
railroads whose right of way is crossed by the 


main drainage channel, with a view of settl 
upon some adjustment with such officials with 


reference to the crossing of such rights of way. 
Adopted the Report. 

The report was adopted. The attorney was 
instructed to secure the serv of Alexander 
White for the purpose of vafuing the property 
ou the right of way of the drainage channel 
from the river to Summit.

The meeting was held for the purpose of 
cleaning up the business of the year. Noth- 
ing of consequence was done except to pass 
the 41 and approve the regular reports. 

In the report of the Public Service commit- 
tee it was recommended that all the bids for 
fitting up the carpenter shop into a contagious 
disease ward be rej Some weeks ago 
Col, Koch of the First Regiment, Illinois Na- 
tional Guards, sent a communication to the 
bourd requesting the remission of the taxes on 
the Jackson street and Wabash avenue prop- 
erty. The committee reported that the County 
Attorney had given it as his opinion that the 
board had no right to do this. Commissioner 
Cobb then started the funeral ceremony by 
moving that President Smith be given a rising 
vote of thanks for the uniform courtesy he 
had extended to every member of the board 
during the year. 

Gen. Smith nade the usual speech of 
thanks. Gen. Lieb followed and compli- 
mented the hold-over members, Cook, 
Stauber, Allen, Struckman, and Hoffman. 
After some remarks by Mr. Cahn Mr. Allen 
cordially invited the outgomg members to 
come and visit the new board and get some 
wholesome Republican atmosphere. Presi- 
dent Green was sure every one had tried to do 
his duty. He had enjoyed the last year 
hugely, especially the storms they had had. 
Mr, Nelson didn’t have much to say. He had 
learned that those who had the least to say got 
along the best with the public. Notwith-

Loxpox, Dec. 5.— The definite proposals 
which the Marquis of Salisbury ad vised 
the Imperial Federationists to formu- 
late will soon be placed before the com- 
mittee of the league.

CHILE AGAIN PROMISES JUSTICE. 


No Good Reason for Trouble Exists—Truth 
About That Dranken Witness Story. 
[SPROCTAL OABLE.] 

Varparaiso, Chile, Dec. 5.—Copies of 
American newspapers containing cable- 
grams from Valporaiso on; the Baltimore 
affair and editorials on the strained relations 
between Chile and the United States have just 
been received here. La Union says that there 
never was any good reason in the event to 
bring about arupture between two coun- 
tries. It adds that the Chileans will, at the 


conclusion of the inquiry into the riot, sum- 


marily act in theinterests of justice. 

The English idea that our navy is inferior 
to Chile’s is absurd. The Chilean warshi 
are not fully manned. The Esmeralda, 
Pinto, and the Errazurizare are the only war 
vessels worthy of the name. The Cochrane 
and the wooden ships are of anti- 
quated construction. The Cochrane is 
uneble to steam over six andahalf knots an 
hour. Unless the Chilean warshi were 
under the protection of the forts of Valparaiso, 
the only port in Chile properly fortified, four 
of Uncle Sam’s vessels could destroy all the 
fleet. The presence of a fleet of our ships in 
Chile’s waters would undoubtedly have a very 
desirable effect on affairs here. There is no 
doubt that the action of-our Congress relative 
to Chile is anxiously looked’ for in official cir- 
cies in this country. 

The London Times’ statement about the 
Baltimore sailors’ drunkenness at the inquiry 
is as misieading as the other misstatements 
about Americans in Chile. The facts are as 
follows: Ten of the Baltimore’s men, under 
charge of Lieut. McCrea, appeared before the 
Judge and gave their testimony. They were 
kept standing for five hours, when they were 
permitted to get their dinner. When it came 
to signing the testimony McWilhams and 
Panter, natives of England, were both under 
the influence of liquor. They had broken their 

romise to Lieut. McCrea that they would 
Feep sober. Judge Foster told Lieut. McCrea 
about the matter and he in turn reported his 
men to Capt. Schley, who punished McWill- 
iams and Panter under the naval rules.

RESTRICTING IMMIGRATION DISCUSSED. 


Papers Read Before the Medico-Legal 
a Soctety. 

The “ Restriction of Immigration was the 
subject discussed by the Medico- Legal Society 
of Chicago at its meeting at the Grand Pacific 
last night, Charles L. Billmgs read a paper 
on the legal questions involved in the re- 
stricting of immigration, giving fully the 
statutes relati to the subject passed by 
Congress from time to time. The restrictions 
placed apon the Chinese hatl resulted from 
long-continued agitation on the part of those 
people who were most harmed by — 
them in the cduntry. From 1868 un 
1881 there had been a céaseless effort 
to have Congress regulate the matter. Dur- 
ing the administration of President Hayes a 
law was passed with this end in view, but was 
vetoed because of its conflict. wi isti 
treaties. In 1882 a restriction act was 
and it was twice amended. This law, unless 
extended, would come tq an ond in 1694, 
There were other laws, he said, prohibiting the 
landing of pau 
laborers. Aside from the five e na 
the people of all foreign goveraments were 
given the right to come to America to settle in 
the United States and become citizens with all 
the right and title of the native born. 

Following this paper Immigration Inspector 
C. 8. Osburne of New York explained in general 
terms the manner of examining immigrants 
to see that they did not come in violation of 
the terms of the laws named. According to 
his statement the law was lacking in many es- 
sentials.

Henry Weaver Gives Some Pointers on the 
Transportation Difficulty. 

“Tt is not possible that the scarcity of 
freight-cars so reduces the volume of soft coal 
transported to Chicago from Eastern points 
to fill the demand resulting from the strike of 
Indiana miners as to cause a coal famine or 
even a rise in the price of coal here,” said 
Henry E. Weaver, the coal dealer. 

„The sudden and enormous demand for 
railway cars this fall is an exact parallel with 
the great demand for street-car accommoda- 
tions every evening in Chicago. 

In railway lines throughout the country 
the rush of the enormous crops to market, the

World’s Fair Plans of the Technical So- 
clety of Chicago Hutlined. 

Preliminaries for a great national conven- 
tion were arranged by the Technical Society 
of Chicago at a meeting held in its rooms at 
No. 106 Randolph street last evening. It is 
the intention of the society to establish a 
bureau in this city at which all German or 
German-American exhibiters at the World’s 
Fair may apply for advice and assistance. 

The methods to effect this were the subjects 
of debate at last night’s meeting. Commun1- 
cations were received from technical societies 
in New York, Cincinnati, and St. Louis speak- 
ing encouragingly of the project and offering 
support. 

The best way to assist men of German na- 
tionality to have their exhibits placéd to the 
best advantage and the establishment ofa 
club-house, with restaurant, reading-roo 
etc., are among the objects of the pro 
bureau. : 

The German Government will be commu-— 
nicated with directly, or through the German 
Commissioner of the Fair, to end that all 
matters of interest connected with the exhib- 
its of foreign invention will be published at 
the Boards of Trade in all the big cities of 
Emperor William’s domain. 

The Chicago society includes civil and me- 
chanical engineers, architects, druggists, doc- 
tors, inventors, manufacturers, patent solicit-

An Austrian professor 
who has been making investigations on the 
subject has discuve no less than 228 bacilli 
in one cubic centimeter of water in Vienna. 
It is well known among scientists that bac- 
teria in a suitable medium multiply with an 
almost incredible rapidity, and, therefore, if 
they find a proper breeding-ground in the 
human being, they will soon infest it and 
produce results which are so well known and 
so far from pleasant.

Lonpon, Dec. 5.—The Chinese Legation in 
Paris received an official dispatch today 
to the effect that on the night of Nov. 13 two 
secret societies, named Tsinthan and Tsaili, 
composed of emigrants from China proper, 
proceeded to Mongolia and maugurated a re- 
volt against the foreigners and Christians 
centered in the district of Tchayoyang and in 
the province of Jeg Jehot. According to the 
lalest estimates from 300 to 500 Christians, 
several native priests, a Mongolian Prince, 
and some unconverted natives were massa- 
cred. Many churches were pillaged and 
burned, especially in the Towns of Tsientchang 
and Pingsuten. The Emperor on _learn- 
mg of the uprising ordered the 
Tsung-Li-Yamen to telegraph to the 
Governor-General of the province and to 
all the Tartar commanders in Manchuria to

The imports fur the ten months 
ended Oct. 31 were 966,000,000 lire, or 
133,000,000 less than for the corre- 
sponding period of 1890. The _ exports 
during the same time were 753,000,000, lire, 
or an increase of 36,000,000. The aggregate 
of both shows an unfavorable balance of 
‘trade to the extent of 208,000,000 lire. But 
the unfavorable balance during the corre- 
sponding period of 1890 was 370,000,000 lire.

Suoutp the present serious illness of the 
Duke of Devonshire, who is an octogefarian, 
terminate fatally, as the cablegrams seem to 
indicate, his son, Lord Hartington, will be 
called to the House of Lords and the Whig 
section of the Liberal Unionists in the Com- 
mons will be left without a leader, for Sir 
Henry James is, after all, more Radical than 
Whig, and has to earn his living at the bar, 
where he is forced to contend with such 
plebeians as Sir Charles Russell, Mr. Lock- 
wood, and Mr. Asquith.

CHAUNCEY DEPEW, NEW YORK, AND 
THE FAIR, 

Chicago owes a débt of gratitude to the 
Hon, Chauncey M. Depew for his exceedingly 
complimentary speech at the banquet of the 
Fellowship club Thursday evening. This city 
has no warmer friend or more enthumastic 
advocate on the outside than the genial and 
cosmopolitan orator of that occasion. Mr. 
Depew, unlike most New-Yorkers, is free 
from all taint of local jealousy and envy. 
He is a man not of New York City but of the 
world. He has traveled far and wide, and not 
only has eyes to see with, but uses them to 
good purpose. Ashe said in his neat little 
add res: After an experience of many years 
out of doors in public life, and public life 
which. I love, I have found that the real thing 
that you get out of experience in this world is 
only such as comes from fellowship with con- 
genial people. That is the secret of Mr. 
Depew’s success. He associates with men 
not in a little, narrow provincial circle, but 
with men in England, on the continent, and 
all over our own country, and being in active 
and continuous associatiom with them he 
keeps abreast of the world’s doings and in 
close communication with public spirit, en- 
terprise, and sentiment. The conclusions of 
such a man on any public question are of ex- 
ceptional value; hence it is no ordinary com- 
pliment when he says: 

After spending three hours today at Jackson 
Park I became convinced—and Ido not say this 
for the purpose of flattering the local pride, for I 
am a Commissioner of the World’s Fair and in- 
terested as much as you arein its success—I be- 
came convinced that the realities of the World's 
Exposition in this city will far surpass anything 
that was done in the great Exposition in Paris. 
Nothing can equal in any presentation made to 
the eye the effects which come from the proper 
utilization of great masses of water. That Paris 
absolutely lacked. The entrance from Lake 
Michigan to this park as it presents itself now to 
the eye, the buildings in which you have had the 
skill not to select a single architect by competi- 
tive examination, but to call upon all the distin- 
guished architects and say to each, Here is your 
building, and there yours, and there yours; now 
do the best you can with the largest opportuni- 
ties ; these are to producd the results which are 
to give in the space occupied the architectural 
finish of the buildings erected in the magnificence 
of the structures which are presented. without 
regard to their contents, an exterior unequaled 
by that which has ever invited an exhibit of its 
own country and of the world. 

Mi. Depew always has recognized the abil- 
ity of Chicago to carry forward the great 
scheme of the World’s Fair to a magnificent 
success, for he knows Chicago almost as well 
as he does New York. Heis a frequent visitor 
here and he is in sympathy with its habit “ of 
getting there.” He was long ago adopted 
by Cmecago and he never has failed to appre- 
ciate the honor of the adoption. He was the 
first and for some time the only New-Yorker 
who publicly declared his faith in Chicago. 
There are signs, however, that other New- 
Yorkers are coming round slowly to his way 
of thinking. Now that they have overcome 
the first feeling of prejudice and disappoint- 
ment and that it is no longer possible to 
utilize the World’s Fair for political purposes 
they are waking up to the possibility that 
when the time comes they may be found 
wanting unless they go to work atonce. They 
are not enjoying the spectacle of that vacant 
area on the World’s Fair grounds, the only one 
set apart for thre States that has not been pre- 
empted. They are coming together harmo- 
niously and in an wunpartisan manner 
to make amends for their delay by a 
handsome appropriation for their own exhi- 
bition and by lending their money and their 
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warrant that will be well represented 


and that its interests will not suffer. This is 


as it should be. It is time to drop all feelings 
of disappointment. It is time for New York 
to join hands with Chicago in enthusiastic 
rivalry to make the Fair a success. We make 
no doubt this will be done. The credit of it 
largely will belong to Mr. Depew. 


SUPPRESSING THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 
A resolution directing the Chief of Police to 


in collecting evidence and prosecuting vio- 
lators of the smoke ordinance was considered 


by one of the Council committees last week 


and was referred to the Health Commissioner 
to draft an ordinance, The gentleman who 
is for some mysterious reason called ‘Chief 
Smoke Inspector’’ appeared before the com- 
mittee and told the members that he needed 
more help, 

The great desirability of getting rid of the 
smoke nuisance is felt by all, Even those 
who are responsible for it do not seek to de- 
fend it. It should be abated, not merely be- 
cause it destroys property, shortens hfe, and 
causes sickness, but because if the smoky 
skies and poisoned atmosphere which mark the 
Chicago of today are suffered to continue 
through the World’s Fair year the Exposi tion 
will not be as much of a success as it would be 
otherwise. People wholive where the air is 
no t filled with soot and sulphur gases will 
not stay in the city any longer than they can 
help, and, while admitting its manifold at- 
tractions, will say the smoke nuisance offsets 
them. 

This is so well understood that a year ago 
every one was saying that the smoke nuisance 


| must be suppressed, and that the work of 


abating it must be pushed steadily and ener- 
getically, so that the city might be in reason- 
abiy decent condition to receive visitors. Lit- 
tle seems to have been done, however, for 
several months back toward carrying out 
that ambitious program. Chimneys have 
poured out vast clouds of grimy smoke with 
great enthusiasm. Stokers havo been as dis- 
regardful of the rights of others as usual. But 
nothing has appeared in the papers to show 
that there was a Chief Smoke Inspector—no 
long lists of suits brought and of violators 
forced to put in smoke consumers, and to read 
the riot act to their engineers. Nothing has 
been -heard of this important official for 
months prior to the time of his appearance 
before the committee with a demand for 
„more help.“ 

What has he done with the help he has now? 
What has he done himself? There is a chim- 
ney about midway between Tum Trisune 
Building and the City Hall which is emittmg 
continually, in the most unconcerned fashion 
imaginable, clouds of filthy smoke. If the 
Chief Inspector has not noticed it his eyesight 
is such as to unfit him for the position he 
holds. If he has noticed it, and has not abated 
it, he ought to make way for some one who 
has a better idéa of the duties of the office. 

There is no reason why a patrolman should 
not, when he sees a chimney which 1s smok ing 
offensively, report the fact to the Health De- 
partment and then be on hand in the police 
court when his testimony is needed. A 
simple order from the Superintendent 
will cover that point. But this proposition 
to detail men from the Police Department to 
help a Chief Inspector who can accomplish 
nothing with the help he has now should be 
looked at suspiciously. The extravagance of 
the dying hours of the Cregier administration 
hae made it impossible to employ for actual 
police work as many men as are needed. Here 
comes a proposition to weaken a force already 
too weak, and to turn over some men who are 
probably doing good work where they are to 
a Chief Inspector under whom there 1s no rea- 
son to expect they will do anything except 
draw their pay. 

The Chief Smoke Inspector would create a 
much better impression if he were out on the 
streets hunting up and arresting violators of 
the smoke ordinance, instead of spending his 
time before an Aldermanic committee plead- 
ing for more subordinates. 


SLAIN IN THE HOUSE OF HIS FRIENDS. 

The soil of Illinois does not seem to be the 
right kind for the growing of Speakers. Two 
years ago Mr. Cannon, with sixteen years of 
service behind him, went to Washington with 
the avowed intention of becoming the Speaker 
of the Fifty-first Congress, but when the 
caucus was held he was nowhere. This year 
Mr. Springer, an Illinois Democrat, made up 
his mind that he was just the man his party 
needed to rule the tumultuous House for the 
next two years. Ho went to Washington, 
opened headquarters, made contracts with the 
florists for their stock of red carnat ons to 
decorate the button-holes of his supporters, 
built an inoffensive tariff platform, got the 
newspapers to print it, and announced—and 
perhaps believed, for William is not without 
a touch of vanity—that he was the “coming 
man.“ But where is Springer now? 

The junior Democratic organ of this city 
made a hot fight for him. It printed every 
day an ode to the virtues of Springer. It ex- 
tolled his self-control and his ability to keep 
his temper under all circumstances. Those 
who had seen Mr. Springer jumpmg up and 
down on the floor of the House and howling as 
if something hurt him marveled at this but 
said nothing. The organ indorsed Mr. 
Springer’s tariff platform though it had to 
abandon its own position to do so. It tried to 
create sympathy for its candidate by alleging 
that the Republicans were anxious for his de- 
feat, which was far from being true, especially 
as regards those of the Northwest. 

Mr. Springer was beaten, however. The 
junior organ could not save him, nor the exer- 
tions of Senator Palmer and the Chicago con- 
tingent. His defeat was not due to Repub- 
lican hostility, but to the treachery of fellow- 
members from his own State. It is not likely 
that Col. Morrison had much to do with the 
business. The Illinois delegation went back 
on Springer because some of the members 
were jealous of him. They did not think the 
statesman of Sangamon deserving of so much 
prominence. They did not want to see him 
put over their heads, or to have to goto him 
to beg for good places on committees. They 
were afraid that if he became Speaker Central 
Iflinoig would not be large enough to hold 
him, and that he would spread himself over 
the entire State.

City. Its congregation is one of the largest 
and richest in that city. It has long been 
known as a fashionable and has en- 
joyed an enviable reputation In society for the 
excellence of its pulpit and its choir. Of late, 
however, there has been a feeling that the 
church is in a condition of dry rot, and that, 
while its members have been personally edi- 
fied, the church as a church bas not been do- 
ing much for religion or for the world outside 
of its membership. This feeling has led to an 
investigation by a committee appointed for 
that purpose. Its report is a significant one. 
It finds that the gospel does not adequately 
reach our population, that the people are not 
gathered into our churches, and that it becomes 
us to consider whether there are not other ways 
of presenting the old gospel and bringing the 
people under its sway.’’ To accomplish this 
the report recommends that the church bring 
itself into closer sympathy with the common 
people, and one of the first steps in this direc- 
tion will be to make its pews free to all on the 
basis of the following suggestion in the re- 
port: “A healthful religious condition, as 
weil as a healthful social condition, demands 
that the rich and poor should meet together. 
To separate them in churches is fatal to the 
best spiritual interests of both. We will have 
to fight our way back to the simplicity and 
earnestness and faith of the early church.“ 


The Madison Avenue Church has gone to 


the very root of the causes which have induced 
the dry rot of which its committee complains, 
and if it can carry out its purpose and fight its 
way back to the methods of the early church 
it will have accomplished @ great work. It will 
have overcome a hitherto invincible prejudice 
in the minds of the poor, namely, that 
they cannot afford to go to church, and that 
the church has no place for them which they 
can occupy except at the sacrifice of self-re- 
spect. This is the kind of revision which the 
fashionable church needs. Fashion is well 
enough in its place, but its place is not in the 
church. That the scheme of the Madison Ave- 
nue Church will be a success if it is honestly 
carried out there can be no doubt. Brother 
Moody, for instance, has no difficulty in filling 
his free churches to overflowing, and there is 
no reason why the Madison Avenue or any 
other church in which the lines between rich 
and poor hitherto have been firawn so rigidly 
should not have the same success. There are 
numerous other churches in our large cities 
which might well afford to imitate the ex- 
ample of the Madison Avenue congrégation— 
throw open their doors to rich and poor alike, 
and give all alike the benefit of the old simple 
guspel preached according to the primitive 
methods, and thus inevitably bring rich and 
poor nearer together. 
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THE RELATIONS OF EMPLOYER AND EM- 
PLOYE, 

At a workinginen’s mass- meeting held last 
Sunday Thomas J. Morgan, who was the 
leading spéaker, said: . 

The relations between master and man are an- 
tagonistic. These two are as wide apart as any 
other seller and buyer. The seller offers his 
ability—mental or physical. He wants to secure 
as large a price as possible; the buyer wants it as 
cheaply as possible. Because employés live too 
often from hand to mouth, and the supply of 
labor exceeds the demand, and employers having 
the cash can afford te stop business at any time 
of a conflict, the fight is an uneven one. 


Mr. Morgan ia an intelligent man and could 
make a truer statemént of the relations be- 
tween employer and employé if he chose. He 
has considerable influence among work- 
ingmen, and heshould use it, not to make his 
hearers believe in the existence of irreconcila- 
ble antagonisms, but to give them a correct 
idea of the relations of capital and labor. He 
should explain to them that the employer is 
not as much of a free agent as those who work 
for him often think he is; that it is not al- 
ways in his power to grant the higher wages 
asked of him, dr sometimes to continue pay- 
ing the old ones. Thereare iron laws which 


he cannot break without ruin, 


Take any class of manufacturing establish- 
ments in this city. Their proprietors cannot 
force Chicago or Illinois consumers to take 
their products at any figure which they may 
please to ask. If they demand more than the 
price for which similar goods made elsewhere 
can be delivered here, their products remain 
unsold, With raw materials and labor cost- 
ing them substantially what they do their 
competitors they can sell their output at the 
market priee, and if there is a fair demand 
there will be a small margin of profit in that 
particular branch of manufacturing. If the 
Chicago manufacturers are forced to pay 
higher wages, and those paid by their compet- 
itors are not raised, the labor cost of their 
product is increased, but they are not able to 
get any more for it. The profits of some es- 
tablishments will disappear, and those of 
others will be changed into a loss. The con- 
‘sumer will not come to the relief of the man- 
ufacturer, and between the workinginan who 
makes his goods cost more and the consumer 
who will not pay more for them he is forced 
to the wall. Hence, while in most cases em- 
ployers would be glad to raise wages, an iron 
necessity, the existenee of which their ein- 
ployés do not realize, prevents their doing so 
always. | 

Mr. Morgan might explain to the trades 
unions that it is not correct to assume that, 
because one man in a particular business is 
making money, and perhaps a great deal of it, 
all others who are in the same business 
are doing equally well. The workingmen are 
too apt to look at the one ‘individually who is 
successful and to aum that all his competi- 
torscan pay higher wages because he can. 
They do not understand that, out of a hundred 
men paying the same wages and the same 
prices for raw materials and getting the same 
price for their products, one, owing to special 
natural gifts, will make agreatdeal of money, 
a dozen will do fairly well, thirty or forty will 
earn a scant living, a few will barely drag 
along, and the rest willsmashup. If ail were 
forced to pay the higher wages which the most 
successful could pay he would be about the 
sole survivor, 

English workmen are beginning to recog- 
nize the fact that it is impossible sometimes 
for an employer to advance wages, and con- 
sequently they do not plunge headlong into 
strikes as often as they used to. When it 
seems to them that an increased demand for 
certain goods or cheaper processes of manu- 
facture justify a demand on their part for 
better wages they make their wishes known 
to the employer. Then he throws his books 
open to the inspection of a committee of the 
men, thus enabling them to form some idea 
what the profits have been. They can ascer- 
tain what he got for his goods, what the actu- 
al cost of production was, what the incidental 


expenses were, and thus see whether he can 


pay higher wages with safety, and, if so, how 
Mr. Morgan should urge the workingmen 

this city to adopt this plan, and to find out 
first whether the majority of employers can 
afford to pay higher wages before making a 
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DEATH OF DOM PEDRO, 

The eventful career of Dom Pedro, ex-Em- 
peror of Brazil, is closed at last with his 
death. That he passionately loved his coun- 
try there is no doubt. His dying werds ex- 
pressed his strong affection, and his parting 
regret was that he could not go back to Brazil 
to die. Taken all in all he was an excellent 
and enlightened ruler. His reign, lasting 
forty years, was an unusually long one, and 
during that time he had so secured himself in 
the affections of his people that it is doubtful 
whether they would so soon have deposed him 
had it not been for the undue influence which 
the Count d' Du and his wife, the Princess 
Isabella, exercised over him, and his 
increasing age end infirmities, which made 
him specially suscéptible to it and in- 
duced the fear that their cabals might 
end in fastening royalty upon the peo- 


increasing republican tendencies. Though 
he lost his throne and died far away 
from home it will always be remembered 
that he was an exemplary sovereign. The 
great work of emancipating the slaves 
belongs to his fame. He threw open the River 
Amazon and its tributaries to the world’s 
commerce. He developed the arts and sci- 
ences in Brazil and proved himself to be a 
progressive, patriotic, and public-spirited 
ruler. History will give him an honorable 
place in its pages as a wise, mild, and gener- 
ous sovereign. 

It is as yet an open question whether his 
administration of the monarchy was not pref- 
erable to the existing administration of the 
republic on the lines of personal ambition and 
apparent personal incapacity. Dom Pedro 
was succeeded by Gen. da Fonseca, a soldier 
by birth and training, unacquainted with pub- 
lic business, and particularly with public 
finances. Almost his first act was to swamp 
the country with irredeemable paper currency, 
and when the fictitious boom showed.signs of 
bursting he added to his folly by demanaing 
of Congress that it should still further swell 
the volume of this worthless currency. When 
Congress resisted his proposition he took 
the fatal step of dissolving it and mak- 
ing himself Dictator, He usurped all 
the principles of constitutional government 
with the expectation that the army and a ma- 
jority of the people would stand behind him. 
In this he was mistaken. A bloodless revolu- 
tion followed, but its purport was so manifest 
that his power at once crumbled away, and he 
was compelled to abdicate in favor of Gen. 
Floriano Peixotou, the Vice-President, himself 
asoldier who had been active in deposing 
Dom Pedro. The latter is to be credited with 
seeking to undo the results of his predecessor’s 
usurpation of office, but the task before him is 
one ofa difficult and complicated. character. 
The revolutions in Rio Grande do Sul and 
other provinces which followed the dictator- 
ship of Da Fonseca are still menacing, and the 
people in those provinces have not yet ac- 
ceded to the demands of his successor, though 
he is apparently doing everything in his power 
to undo the mischief caused by the Dictator. 
The financial troubles still remain, and it is in 
the face of such discouragements as these that 
he must order a Presidential election under 
the terms of the Constitution. While the death 
of Dom Pedro probably will end any further 
monarchical intriguing, there may be yet 
serious trouble in store for Brazil before it 
settles down as a strong and stable republic 
and enjoys the large measure of prosperity 
which Dom Pedro gave it in his palmy days. 


KEELEY AND OTHER DOCTORS. 

At their meeting Thursday evening the 
homeopathic physicians of this city discussed 
Dr. Keeley and the value of his bichloride of 
gold cure. It is difficult to understand their 
position, as the principal speakers seemed to 
be openly hostile to the man, while obliged to 
admit the efficacy of his methods. But the 
manner in which they expressed approval of 
the latter warrants a suspicion that they 
feared an accusation of heresy much as 
Galileo did when he announced that the earth 
moves. One of them described a cure of a 
bad case of tobacco poisoning, referred to it 
as a “brilliant” one, ascribed it to the 
efficacy of gold, and stated that he 
could report several others. Yet in 
another breath he intimated that he 
does not think tne remedy to be of much 
value, as he quoted with some signs of ap- 
proval a printed statement that practically 
the bichloride of gold is a therapeutical non- 
entity. According to him gold cures a dis- 
order because it causes symptoms similar to 
that disorder.“ When administered to a 
healthy man it has essentially, the same in- 
fluence over the system as alcohol, morphine, 
and other narcotic poisons. In other words, 
it is claimed to be a genuine homeopathic 
remedy, operating on the principle that like 
cures like, which is one of the two distinc- 
tive doctrines of the homeopathic school, 
Still, again, the remedy administered by Dr. 
Keeley was sneeringly referred to as a most 
vile tasting decoction,” with the expression of 
a doubt as to its being of any value when 
taken outside of the Dwight Institute. 

The animus of the personal opposition to 
Dr. Keeley was disclosed by another speaker, 
who said he had sent for some of his prepara- 
tion and had used it with great success. But 
the secrecy maintained by the Dwight phy- 
sician he held to be nothing but professional 
thievery.” According to the code of ethics, 
which presumably is strictly adhered to by 
the speaker, any doctor who will “ get the 
benefit of the researches of others, then make 
up a concoction of his own, put his own name 
on the label, and refuse to allow the world (of 
doctors?) to have the benefit of it, such a 
man is a thief. There is the trouble. Dr. 
Keeley has committed the unpardonable sin of 
omitting to tell every other doctor in existence 
the precise composition of the remedy he has 
discovered for the cure of the habit 
of intemperance. Because he declines to tell 
ther his secret, so that they may use it or vary 
it at pleasure in their own practice, he is de- 
nounced as a quack and a thief, who has no 
rights @vhich any other doctor is bound to re- 


Itmay be observed “that if the medical 
fraternities set up the claim for publicity on 
behalf of the public they would havea much 
better case. But they do not. They only 
want the secret to be told to the doctors, who 
would then proceed to prescribe the remedy 
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derivable from the discovery, placing it 

the power of any mau who has the ability and 
the tools to make and sell these things? Do 
not the laws of most civilized countries rec-

Dr. Keeley has expressly stated his reasons 
for not throwing open his secret, and they are 
good ones. Nor are they inordinately selfish; 
but that is a matter of which he mugt be al- 
lowed to judge. Meanwhile it is a strong tes- 
timony to the value of his remedy that is paid 
by the mah who virtually calls him a thief, 
but is compelled to admit that Dr. Keeley’s 
preparation has undoubted curative power, 
and no matter how much we may despise his 
methods we must concede that he has done 
good work.” Dr. Keeley is not the first man 
to be condemned for refusing to do good in 
the exact manner prescribed by those who en- 
vied his success. The Good Book states sev- 
eral instances of the kind, but does not itself 
condemn those who persisted in benefiting 
their fellows by unorthodox methods. 


THE CONTAGIOUS DISEASES WARD. 
Some foolish comment has been indulged 
in concerning the action of the conference of 
the new Republican County Commissioners 
Thursday in reference to ‘the contagious dis- 
eases ward on the hospital grounds. The 
would-be critics consider the action taken too 


vague. They do not want to ask themselves 


how it could be more definite. The members 
of the conference have not yet taken their 
seats in the County Board. They could not 
enter into details of plans which must be first 
technically formulated by the architect of the 
new board acting under expliéit instructions. 
The members of the conference in reply to a 
public demand and speaking from their own 
knowledge of the need of a contagious dis- 
eases ward declared a general policy in regard 
to the subject through the foliowing resolu- 
tion offered by Commissioner Manierre: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that proper accommodations be provided for the 
treatment of patients suffering from contagious 
diseases on the hospital grounds as soon as pos- 


sible. a 

This was adopted unanimously. Is it not 
a sufficient declaration of the policy of the 
new Commissioners? Is it not a guarantee 
that the obstructive, do-nothing’ policy of the 
old Democratic Board will be abandoned? 
Further, the néw Commigsioners resolved— 

That the carpenter’s shop now on the grounds 
be fitted up temporarily for the treatment of pa- 
tients afflicted with contagious diseases. 

There is no reason to doubt that new mem- 
bers when they enter on their duties tomorrow 
will at once proceed to carry out the policy 
declared in the resolutions of Thursday. Until 
they have the opportunity to do so they should 
not be condemned. On the contrary their 
promptness in declaring themselves should be 
commended and they should be dimgcted to 
proceed on the line of policy marked out by 
themselves and which is undoubtedly in ac- 
cord with public feeling on the subject, 


INCREASING THE LICENSE RECEIPTS. . 

At the last meeting of the Council an order 
was passed directing Ald. Roth’s special 
Committee on Licenses to report in two 


weeks. It has had under consideration for a 


long time the question of adding to the city’s 
revenues by increasing the list of businesses 
persons engaged in which must pay license 
fees. If the committee is to report at all it 
should do so speedily, and the Council should 
act on the report one way or the other at 
once, The time is near at hand when the esti- 
mates for the coming year will have to be sub- 
mitted, and it is important that the heads of 
departments and the Aldermen should have 
some idea what the revenues of the city will 
be for 1892, 

It is understood that Ald. Roth and the City 
Law Department are hard at work on the 
license question and that an ordinance will be 
introduced a week from tomorrow which, if 


passed unaltered, will add a million and a 


quarter to the ‘receipts of the city for the 
next year. It is not likely, however, that the 
list of businesses to be licensed or the sched- 
ule of fees to be charged will go through un- 
changed. Special interests will have friends 
in the Council who will combine and do what 
they can to kill outright or defeat by delay a 
measure which the general public will doubt- 
less regard with favor, since its success means 
cleaner streets and more public improvements 
of all kinds. 3 

It is believed, however, that at the worst 
enough of the ordinance will be left to yield 
an additional revenue of $600,000 a year. This 
will not come amiss, It is true that the in- 
crease in the assessment will make it possible 
to collect more in the form of general taxes, 
but the expenses of the city next year will be 
heavy. The World’s Fair will open in May of 
1893, and consequently what louse-cleaning 
is done will have to be done in 1892. It cannot 
be put off another twelvemonth.and left to an- 
other administration. If $600,000 is obtained 
from the new license fees a good use can be 
found for every dollar of it, 

Ald. Roth should get ready to make a strong 
fight for his ordinance. He should collect all 
the data he will need, go as to be able to de- 
fend intelligently every item. If he succeeds 
in getting it through he may congratulate him. 
self on having been of great service to the 
city.

Forging and Welding by Flectricity. 
The outer part of a piece of iron when heated 
in a forge is at a white heat while the inner part 
is comparatively cool, and it cools so rapidly that 
several heatings may be necessary before it can 
be forged. In forging by electricity the slow 
alternating curronts heat the inner part first, and 
heating is so rapid that only the part that 
isin the path of the current is heated to any ex- 
tent, the ends. being hardly warm. A workman 
ean handle a bar of iron a foot in length that has 
six inches red-hot. The heating apperatus has 
bronze clamps, with electrodes, that hold the 
piece to be heated, A bar of iron can be heated to 
a white heat in a few seconds.

‘Senator Stewart’s View of the Present Po- 


litical Situation. 

Senator Stewart, after a summer’s absence, 
is again in Washington, and in auswer to the 
Post's query, What do you think of the po- 
litical situation?“ said: 

All the parties agree that there must be a 
tariff for revenue. The, Democratic party in- 
dorses the Mills bill and the Republican party 
passed the McKinley bill. Neither of these 
bills imposes a duty on the necessaries of life 
which cannot be produced in this country, 
such as tea, coffee, and the like. Both 
raised revenue by imposing duties 
on commodities which gan be man- 
ufactured or produced in this country. In 
other words, both the Mills bill and the Mc- 
Kinley bill are protective in their character 
and each would raise about the same amount 
of money. Consequently neither would be 
any considerable reduction in taxation if tariff 
be a tax. 

The controversy between the two parties 
seems to be narrowed down toa question of 
schedules, The question is, Who shall derive 
the greatest benefit from protection? This 
controversy has appeared from time to time 
under various forms for more than 100 years 
and will continue so long as there is se) fish- 
ness in human nature and a reasonable pros- 
pect of gratifying it. If the Republicans are 
satisfied with the McKinley bill, why should 
they join the Democrats in the contention 
that the tariff is the only issue, and 
thas the only question of importance 
is a readjustment of schedules? Why should 
the mugwumps take so much interest in ad vo- 
cating a schedule controversy to the exalusion 
of allother business when they are for free 
trade and opposed to both schedules? Why 
should the Democrats insist on keeping up the 
schedule war, which does not relieve the peo- 
ple from taxation, for the sole purpose of ben- 
efiting one set of men rather than another? 
Has not their failure of success in this sched- 
ule contest been sufficiently frequent to satis- 
fy them that it is not good politics continually 
to unsettle business by taking the tariff off 
one article and putting it on another? Is it 
really the fact that the Republicans, Demo- 
crates, and mugwumps are united for the sole 
purpose of keeping the business community in 
a state of uncertainty to gratify their mutual 
degire for a perpetual war which cannot bene- 
fit the people?

One or the other party must 
reject the bribe of the kings of avarice and 
look to the people, and not to their oppressors 
for support. When that day comes, the chains 
of contraction to a shrinking volume of gold 
will be broken, and the kings of avarice de- 
throned. If neither party will legislate for 
the interests of the producers of wealth, but 
continue in the service of the exploiters of 
mohey, an emergency may arise when the 
people will refuse longer to submit to extor- 
tion for the sake of party names. Neither of 
the great political parties can be united on 
the sd-called gold standard, which means con- 
traction, falling prices, and times. 
The party which boldly declares for the 
restoration of silver, more money, and 
good times will be victorious in the next 
Presidential election. The only way by 
which the gold party can escape an over- 
whelming defeat is to control both the Demo- 
cratic and the Republican parties and avoid 
the issue, :

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SICK OF THE BOYCOTT. 


WESTERN LINES REPUDIATE THE | 


‘COMMISSION AGREEMENT. 


Eastern Board of Rulings Unable to Settle 
the Difficulty—The Fight Against Com- 
mission Payments to Be Continued—The 
Burlington’s Position — The Santa Fe 
Abandons the Cirele Road at Denver— 
Reduced Rates for the Approaching 
Holidays—Other Railway News. 


Vice-Chairman Donald of the Central 
Traffic Association, who has been attending 
the meeting of the Board of Rulings in New 
York the last week, returned to this city yester- 
day. He says the Board took no action re- 
garding the Alton boycott. and adjourned 
subject to call of the Chairman. 

There is no intention on the part of the 
Eastern roads, said Mr. Donald, to abandon 
the boycott, though it may become necessary 
to adopt different measures from those here- 
tofore employed. The difficulty in enforcing 
the boycott against the Alton was the failure 
on the part of some of the roads to stand by 
their agreement not to pay commissions for 
the sale of tickets or to interchenge business 
with the Chicago and Alton.“ 

Mr, Donald thinks the proper course to pur- 
sue is to take most stringent’ measures to pre- 
vent ticket, agents of Eastern roads from 
accepting commissions from Western roads. 
In any event the fight against the practice of 
paying Commissions to agents and others for 
the sale of tickets will be more vigorously 
prosecuted than heretofore. 

General Passenger Agent P. S. Eustis of the 
Burlington says his company has taken no 
further action on the commission controversy 
than to inform the Eastern Board of Rulings 
that it would no longer stand by ite agreement 
not to pay commission in the territory of the 
Eastern roads. Nothing had been done, how- 
ever, by his road towards resuming the pay- 
ment of commissions to ticket nts on any 
of the Eastern lines and he could not yet tell 
what action his company wouldtake. No 
official circulars or orders would be issued, 
however, and whatever was done would be 
done by word of mouth. His company would

EPISCOPALIANS WANT THEIR SCHOOLS. 


Legal Proceedings Looking to Their Sepa- 
ration from the Public System. 
Wir, Man., Dec. 5.—/[Special. ]—Con- 
siderable excitement exists in the city over an 
application made to the courts today on be- 
half of the Episcopalian Church. When this 
province entered the confederation in 1871 the 


Catholics, Presbyterians, and Episcopalians 


had in existence parochial. schools under the 
management of the clergy and supported by 
voluntary subscriptions. In the Manitoba act 
the Constitution of the province perpetuated 
the rights of these denomirations to their sep- 
arate schools. Afterw @ provincial gov- 
ernment brought into existence two systems 
of schools—one Catholic and the other Protest- 
ant—under separate management and sup- 
ported by distinct tax levies. 

Two years ago the provincial government 
passed an act wiping out both Protestant and 
Catholic schools and fusing them into a com- 
mon public school system, The Catholics ap- 

aled to the courts and the Supreme Court 
decided that the recent provincial legislation 
is ultra vires and that the Catholics are en- 
titled to separate schools, By a parity of rea- 
soning the Episcopalians and Pres byterians 
have the same privilege ana the Episcopalians 
will claim their right.

The 
winter-wheat area in the western thirty-two 
counties has grown from 97,000 acres in 1889 to 
437,000 acres this year. To this muste added an 
area of 160,000 acres of spri wheat to be sown 
early in the coming year in the northwestern 
counties, making the entire wheat area of West- 
ern Kansas 600,000 acres, an increase of more than 
600 per cent in three years.—Kansas City Star.

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—Referring to 
the diphtheria epidemic which is prevalent here 
Dr. Allen, medical health inspector, says: “Since 
the outbreak of diphtheria the number of reported 
cases have increased from 40, in August, to 190 in 
the month of October, and 234 in. the month of 
November, 1891. The present outbreak has oc- 
curred especially in localities and houses inhab- 
ited by the iaboring accommodations

SPACE FOR THE LIBERAL ARTS. 


Chief S. H. Peabody Talks of the Plans 
7 That Have Been Made. 

Dr. S. H: Peabody, Chief of the Department 
of Liberal Arts, addressed the principals of the 
city public schools yesterday morning in the 
rooms of the Board of Education. His sub- 
ject was The Coming Exhibits in the Depart- 
ment of Liberal Arts, including’ Educagon, at 
the Columbian Exposition.“ He preseüted as 
illustrations diagrams and views of Jackson 
Park and the Expofition buildings. He re- 
ported the amount of space given hitherto in 
the aggregate to the specialties now included 
in the Liberal Arts, thus: At Philadelphia, 
1876, 37,682 square feet; Paris, 1878, 111,000; 
Paris, 1889, 244,300; proposed amount at the 
Columbian. Exposition, 400.000 square feet. 


This 400,000 square feet was the lowest esti- 


tnate of the needs of this department, based 
upon past experience and present de- 
mands. He then discussed the location of the 
Department as proposed by the ruling powers 
of the exposition, and said: 

Doubtless we would have desired when tne 
original plans were made that the liberal arts 
should have had a house of its own and in the 
first division of site this might | eanily have been 
secured. But the buil peor. the 
foundations are laid, hundreds wr: thousands of 
dollars have been expended, and that which is 
done must so remain the liberal arts may re- 
ceive 400,000 feet in tne south end of the main 
building it has the amount of space which it has 
asked; it has this space in the central esplanade 
of the Fair. No matter what better things might 
have been done at the first, certain things have 
crystalized into fact and have passed into history. 
The present problem is now to reach the best con- 
clusion, based upon accomplished facts and irre- 
vocable conditions. 


FOR ELEVATION OF TRACKS. 


Alderman Kinney’s Ordinance Regarding 
the IlNinois Central Railroad. 

Alderman Kinney of the Thirty-second Ward 
will introduce an ordinance in the Council 
Monday evening providing for the elevation 
of the Illinois Central tracks from Fifty-first to 
Sixty-seventh street. The ordinance as drawn 
provides that there shall be a head room of 
fourteen feet beneath the tracks. 

The Transportation committee, which had 
this matter under consideration some time 
ago, reported that the Illinois Central tracks 
should be elevated to about nineteen feet 
above datum and that the streets should be 
depressed to an elevation of five and one-half 
feet above city m. This would give a 
head room of about twelve feet. 

Secretary Butterworth took the matter up 
some time ago and there have been frequent 
conferences with the Illinois Central officials.

Storm & Hill yesterday disposed of their 
entire business to Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. 
The stock is valued at $200,000, and was se- 
cured at a price much lower than the valua- 
tion. The goods will be removed to Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co.’s.new buildmg at Adams 
and Franklin streets and will be sold at whole- 


sale Tucsday. 

For the last six months Storm & Hill have 
been selling out their business. Yesterday 
Carson, Pirie, & Co. madé an offer for 
the entire stock. The price was acceptable to 
all concerned.and the transfer was made. The 
sale means the retirement of Storm & Hill 
trom business. 

The house was established in 1842 at Mil- 
waukee under the naine of Sexton, 3 
& Co. There were frequent changes N 
the firm name and in 1873 Charles 

Storm and Robert Hill, at 
the time junior partners in t 
house, secured entire control. In 1880 the 
firm removed to Chicago, and shortly became 
prominent in local business circles, its patron- 
age steadily increasing. During the following 
year Mr. Storm died, but the firm name re- 
mained unchanged. 1885 the firm was 
incorporated under the Jaws of Illinois under 
the name of Storm & Hill, the officers being: 
Robert Hii President; John H. Brad- 
bury, Vice- ident; and George H. 
Fitts, Secretary and Treasurer. The officers 
were the same at the time of the sale. They 
have not decided as to their future plans. The 
house employed 125 men, but ail are provided 
for. Many of the salesmen will join the forces 
of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., and the rest 
have secured employment with other dry- 
goods houses in the city. 
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| CHICAGO UNIVERSITY WANTS THEM. 


It Offers to Care for the Academy of 
Sciences’ Collection and Bibrary. 

The Chicago Agademy of Sciences, which 

has temporary quarters in the Exposition 
Building, soon to be torn down, is forced to 
provide other quarters for its magnificent 
scientific collections and its library, valued at 
$60,000, 
Within the last few weeks the members have 
been active in their efforts to solve the problem 
before them, but up to yesterday had reached 
only one possible solution, This was to give 
the entire collection and library to the new 
Chicago University. Dr. Harper and the trus- 
tees of this institution had made overtures to 
the directors of the academy and were desirous 
that the collection and library become the 
property. of the university, and offered to 
provide suitable quarters for them. 

But at a meeting of the members of the 
academy yesterday ‘afternoon a new move- 
ment was inaugurated, which may result in 
keepmg the property of the academy intact 
and placing that institution again upon the 
basis it was before the fire. 

The meeting yesterday was well attended 
and enthusiastic, The preposition of the Chi- 
eago University was informally discussed. 
Many of the trustees of the academy 
favored the idea, some of them because 
of personal interest in the university. 
But it was the general opinion that were the 
university to secure academy’s property 
it would be lost to the society. Its individu- 
ality would be swallowed up in that of the 
university, consequently the possibility of the 
academy providing a home for its own col- 
lection and library in a central part of the 
city gradually took possession of the meet- 
ing. One member present offered $5,000 
toward such a home, the cer- 
tainty was expressed that ewan —— 
coul de raised for 
an object. It was thought that Sher HO. — 
be found in the new art palace to be erected 
on the site of the Exposition Building. The 
Historical Society expects to take advantage 
of this new building as a refuge for its valua- 
ble library, and it was urged that no more ap- 
propriate resting place could be found for the 
academy’s property. 

Before the trustees of the arademy acce 
the offer of the university every effort will 
made to keep the collection and library down- 
down in a central location, where it can still 
continue to be a source of rnd hey to the 
general public. 

The Chicago Academy of Sciences was in ex- 
istence long before the great fire. At the time 
of the conflagration it owned its own home on 
Wabash avenue. Besides having a fine build- 
150. the academy bad 5100, 000 cash at interest.

NEW ENGLISH FLAGSHIP COMING OVER. 
Station to 


Great Britain's North Atlantic 
Have a Model Boat. 

When the old-fashioned battle-ship Hercules 
was designated as flagship of her Majesty's 
naval forces on the North Atlantic station a 
great hubbub was raised by the friends of 
, Vice-Admiral Hopkins because an antiquated, 
won-plated vessel was sent here, when such a 


orack vessel as the Blake was available. After. [st 
much pressure had been brought to bear on 


the Admiralty consent was given, and now the 


ENGLISH FLAGSHIP BLAKE, 


commander-in-chief of the English fleet will 
have the Blake and fly his flag aboard one of 
the model ships of the world. 

The Blake is complete in every respect and 
contains every converliehce that science and 
practice can suggest, aa well as formidable 
offensive and defensive qualities. She is in 
reality almost of the battle-ship class, al- 
though she is technically called an “ armored 
oruiser,“ certain modifications in her desi 
having been made which raises her from the 
protected cruiser type. 

The following are its chief elements of size, 
ete.: Length, 375 feet; beam, 65 feet; dis- 
placement, 9,000 tons; 8 (with full coal 
supply) on measured mi e, 22 knots; speed at 
sea (continuous steaming), 20 knots; radius 
of action at 10 knots, 15,000 knots; radius of 
action at 20 knots, 3, 000 knots. 

The destructive effect of rapid-gun fire has 
shown that all possible protection should be 

iven to gun’s crews, and it has been obtained 
in ships like the Blake by placing some of the 
guns in armored casements and covering the 
others with heavy shields. The protective 
steel deck extends throughout the length of 
the ship. It is six inches on the slope and 
three inches on the horizontal part. 

The armament of the Blake consists of two 

9.2-inch breech-loading 24-ton guns in bow 
—— stern in armored towers, ten 6-inch 
rapid-fire guns on the spar deck and four on 
the main deck in casements, sixteen 3- 
pounder rapid-fire guns, seventeen Norden- 
feldt machine guns, and four fourteen-inch 
Whitehead torpedo tubes. casemates 
have six-inch steel on outboard sides, and two 
inches inboard. 

The motive power is four triple-expansion 
engines in four water-tight compartments, 
estimated to give 20,000 indicated —.— 
power. Six double-ended boilers, 2 
three abreast in two separated fire-rooms fur- 
nish the steam. The total estimated cost ot 
the vessel was $2,250,000.

What “A Girl in the Karpathians” and 
Its Author Are Like— A Volume That 
Teems with a Refreshing Frankness 
and Vigor of Style—Cullings from“ Ob- 
servations in a Journey Through 
Italy” — Harlem Develops a Tupper 
Queer Writings of a Rich Man.

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DIFFICULTIES OF A JOURNEY 
THROUGH MASHONALAND. 


Lord Randolph Charchill’s Trip from Fort | 


Victoria to Fort Charter in a Spider“ 
—Five and One-Half Days Necessary to 
Traverse the One Hundred and Twenty. 
five Miles—What Seems a Fair Plain 
Proves a Tract of Almost Barren Sand— 
Life at the Company Posts. 

(Copyright. 1891, by the author.] 

Fort Cuarrer, Aug. 28.—[ Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—Maj.Giles and the wagon reached 
Fort Victoria the morning of Aug. 5. As the 
year was getting on and as time was growing 
short it was decided that I should go ahead of 
the wagons to Fort Salisbury, travelmg with 
the spider and mule wagon, and arriving 
at Fort Salisbury, if all went well, 
ten days or a _ fortnight before the 
slow-travelmg ox teams. The morning 
was occupied in fitting out and provisioning 
for three weeks this small flying column. My 
three remainmg mules were turned over to 
the mule wagon, which now possesses a fine 
team of fourteen. Six hdtses were inspanned 
into the “ spider,” making a most respecta- 
ble appearance, and I comforted myself with 
the idea that, reserving a little for a fine gal- 
lop. I would dash up to Fort Salisbury in im- 
posing style. But I was harassed with doubtand 
anxiety as to whether this nice and fast team 
would not die before I reached Fort Charter, 
and it was with much misgiving that I started 
on my way at 2-o’clock in the afternoon of 
Aug. 6. Shortly after we had left we were 
approached by three naked savages who asked 
to be allowed to accompany us and to work 
for us one or two months on condition that 
they should at the end of that time each receive 
a blanket. We told thein that we could spare 
them no food, as we were all closely rationed. 
This they thought of no importance, and with- 
out any actual agreement being come to they 
attached themselves to us and have followed 
us till now. They are an amusing and inter- 
esting trio—a big savage, a nfedium-sized one. 
and a small one. When we arrive. at an out- 
span they set off and collect brushwood foz 
the campfire, and also take the barrels and 
buckets down to the neighboring pool or 
stream for fresh water, making themselves in 
this way useful. Their baggage consists of 
three dried pumpkin shells, in which they 
carry a scanty supply of mealies and water. 
With a little old sacking and half an old bian- 
ket found among our odds and ends they are 
now fit to appear in Rotten row. An expres- 
sion of anxiety and melancholy overcasts 
their countenances, otherwise intelligent; 
grave and serious gestures mark their de- 
meanor, not without grace and dignity. They 
seldem smile and never laugh. 

Water in the Desert. 
and tedious journey is the one 
designated under the heading of this letter. 
Five days and a half were occupied in getting 
over the distance of 125 miles to Fort Charter, 
though if the road had been at all decent less 
than four days would have sufficed for my 
horses and mules.. The plain, which looked at 
from a distance at Fort Victoria seemed so 
fair, ig an endless and most wearisome tract 
of barren sand, covered with dry, coarse grass, 
with stunted trees and bushes. No flowing 
river refreshes this expanse. Water there is 
m abundance, but of bad quality, lying in 
stagnant pools, sloppmg about in marshes 
—1 in swamps. Nor is it easy for the traveler 
to detect from the road the absence of this 
essentialelement. The low-lying ground must 
be carefully searched or else the much-wanted 
pool may be passed by. Between 11 anc 12 
o’clock in the morning and 3 and 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon the trekker, with mules and 
horses, must find water if he desires to keep 
his animals in health and strength. On two 
days we failed 80 to find it, wi 
anxiety inconvenience, It w 9 
be easy for the Chartered company to 
cause posts and notices to be 
erected along the road at places 
where water is near. Mile-posts or stones 
along this endless veldt, the maps of which 
are vague and inaccurate, would again be of 
inestimable advantage and of facile establish- 
ment. (Since writing the above Dr. Jamie- 
son, the Civil Administrator to whom I men- 
tioned the matter, has given orders that these 
water-posts and mile-posts shall be imme- 
diately erected, and the work is now in hand.) 
If the trekker is to arrange his scoffs (i. e., 
journeys from outspan to outspan) well for 
his animals he must know where he is, 
and how far he has traveled or has to 
travel. But this knowledge it is im- 
possible to obtain under present conditions. 
The natives who are met with have no idea of 
distance. Asked if a 3 place or 
water is near, they raise the right arm, point- 
ing it straight out to a level with the shoulder; 
if it is far the arm is raised higher; if it is 
very far, then almost perpendicularly over 
the head. This does not tell one much, and 
even the traveler of experience may often be 
a dozen miles or so nearer to or farther from 
the place he desires to reach than he is at all 
aware of.

But what makes this stretch of plain from 
Fort Victoria to Fort Charter so hopeless is 
the character of the soil and the nature of the 
grass. Almost the whole way the road lies 
through heavy sand, in which passing wagons 
have worn deep ruts and on which the ani- 
mals obtain no firm foothold. For long dis- 
tances the spider and mule wagon could 
only progress at the rate of two miles and a 
half in the hour; where the incline-in the 
ground was adverse the mules have to stop to 
get their breath every three or four minutes, 
and they reach the end of their trek perfectly 
exhausted. In addition, the whole veldt on 
either side of the road is what is called ‘sour 
veldt (i. e., coarse, hard, dry grass), distaste- 
ful to the animals, expecially to oxen, and per- 
fectly unnourishing. These two bad features of 
so long a road render travel along it impossible, 
Water is bad and difficult to find, brushwood 
for fire scarce and hard to obtain. The sur- 
rounding scenery is rendered indescribably 
dreary at this season of the year by 
vast tracts of burnt grass, presenting a black- 
ened and charred appearance, and day after 
day the traveler views with displeasure and 
dismay his animals becoming more lean, 
more lanky, more fatigued, more weak, less 
and less able to p with the loads behind 
them, although to spare them the daily dis- 
tances accomplished are brought down to 
less than six miles aday. This is the prob- 
lem of this part of the route; press your 
animals and they will lie down by dozens, 
never to rise again; rest them, let them graze, 
reduce your hours of travel, they derive no 
benefit from the food or the repose, and the 
length of your stay in this horrible plain be- 
comes perilously long. This is the part of the 
road from the south to Mashonaland 
which is in my opinion absolutely fatal 
to the route as a route for com- 
merce or for supplies to any consid- 
erable population. e vast tract of country 
between Fort Victoria and Fort Charter is 
perfectly unsuitable and grievous either for 
man or for domestic beast. Any profitable 
cultivation of this sandy soil is impossible. 
In a few spots here and there the natives raise 
poor crops of mealies.’ The climate is capri- 
cious and variable. One day the heat is so 
great that it is difficult to support a flannel 
shirt, the next day acold wind, driving rain, 
or thick fog cause you to shiver in a great- 
coat muffler. This cold wind and ram 
are to be expected at this time of the year at 
least twice in the course of a moon, producing 
the worst effects on the spans of oxen. 3 

Where Is the Promised Land? 

Where, then, I commence to ask myself, is 
the much-talked-of fine country of Mashona? 
Where is the promised land so desperately 
coveted by the Boers? On the low veldt, 
where the soil is of extraordinary fertility, 
fever, and horse sickness afflict human we 
and exterminate stock; on the high veldt, 
where neither of these evils extensively —— 
the soil is barren and worth! Iam tol 
that in the neighborhood and in the north and 
northwest of Fort Salisbury all the conditions 
are better, that the land is good and the climate 
fairly healthy, and I trust that this report —— 
turn out to be true, for now having trave 
upwara of two hundred miles through 

ashonaland, I have, as yet. seen no place 
suitable for prosperous European settlements,

Within half a mile flows a rivulet containing 
a fair amount of tolerable water at all seasons 
of the year. Both Fort Charter and Fort Vic- 
toria appear to me to be miserably weak con- 
structions, which a few thousand Matabele 
would Mr Bree with ease, attacking, as 
is their habit, im the dark, just before day- 
break. There is nothing to stop the of 
the savage foe save a ditch from three to four 
feet deep, a mound from ten to twelve feet 
high from bottom of the ditch, 
and two or three strands of barbed wire 
stretched on weak posts. I thought that 
something in the nature of a chevaux de 
frise,“ something in the nature of wire en- 
tanglements, would advantageous and 
easy of construction, buf I was assured that 
such ideas were quite wrong and foolish.

The precaution of sinking a well either within 
or close by the fort has been taken neither 
here nor at Victoria nor at Fort Salis- 
bury. Surely this neglect is imprudent. The 
garrison of Fort Charter consisted of a Lieu- 
tenant and twelve troopers, of whom ten were 
sick with various ailments. I must mention 
that the medical arrangements for the health 
of the company’s force appear to be altogeth- 
er inadequate, There is no doctor either at 
Fort Tuli, where there are upwards of 100 men 
all told, or at Fort Victoria, where there are 
pet ee | seventy; or at Fort Charter. Hospital 
orderlies have to do duty as doctors. For three 
months during last rainy season a force of over 
sixty men at Fort Charte 

never saw a doctor. 
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usefulness of this position is not obvious. 
Situated some miles from the main in a 
sandy plain, where no one is ever likely to set- 
tle, it cominands nothing and offers no pro- 
tection. The altitude of the fort is 4,700 feet 
above the level of the sea; nevertheless fever 
in the rainy season is common and serious.

FRENCH AND NATIVE FARCES. 


Typical Characters in “A Texas Steer”— 

Goodwin's Mistake—Theatrical News, 
Farce ruled the boards during the week. 
Among the principal pieces Jane, A Gay 
Deceiver,” and A Texas Steer —two were 
of French ongin and the last native. The 
first was an adaptation to suit British tastes, 
and the second had passed through two ver- 
sions, one English and one Ameri- 
can, emerging from the double or- 
deal in a somewhat battered condition.

It is long 
before England or France will pay an Ameri- 
can farce the compliment of transplanting it 
to foreign soil. ‘There is consolation, how- 
ever, in reflecting that the native farce now at 
the Grand has merits of its own which bal- 
ance those of the pieces borrowed or stolen 
from abroad. 

Ingenuity in the arrangement of meidents 
characterize Jane and A Gay Deceiver,“ 
while A Texas Steer puts forth personages 
that are almost types, and smacks of a satire 
that is national. One does not knoW where to 
look for another American farce which, like 
Mr. Hoyt’s masterpiece, challen vom pari- 
son with imported productions of its class. 


If the apology be *acvepted which Charles 
Lamb offered for the Restoration comedies 
that their personages belong to an Utopia of 
the imagination and are not to be judged by 
real world standards of conduct, an equal in- 
dulgeuce should be extended to ‘the droll and 
certainly unreal creatures who illustrate the 
situations of a French farce.

Many Purchases of Property on This Thor- 
oughfare Made by Prominent Capitalists. 
There is more than ordinary interest shown 

by the public in South Dearborn street since 

the sale of the Monon Block. Dearborn, 
from Jackson to Polk streets, is ope of the 
new down-town districts, Since it wab opened 
afew years ago it has been the scene af the 
most remarkable improvement. Some of the

finest structures in the city have been con- 


structed on its frontages, and owners have 
demonstrated their faith in the ultimate future 
of the street by anticipating the demand for 


fine office buildings. There are points in the 


city where the natural demand has. forced the 
owners to inake important improvements. 
This is not true of South Dearborn street. 

To the average investor and real-estate man 
the reason for the wonderful metamorphosis 
of Dearborn street is not clear even at this 
time. He cannot see how a demand can exist 
for five such buildings as the, Monnon, Pon- 
tiac, Caxton, Como, and Manhattan in 
a single block of property, which, a 
few years ago, was considered entirely out of 
the world. The shallow lots with double front- 
ages on Third and Fourth avenues are special- 
ly suited for office buildings. This would ap- 
pear to be about the only reason for the future 
which Dearborn street promises as an cxclu- 


the peculiar arrangement of the lots nor the 
special advant of the street are responsi- 
ble for the building improvements and the re- 
markable advances in values. The class of 
ownerships has had more to do with this 
change than any other factor, 

The improvements made by the Brooks es- 
tate include the Monadnock, the Kearsarge, 
and the Pontiac, and will include an exten- 
sion of the first two buildings, to be known as 
the Katdhdin. 

C. C. Heisen's name, more than that of any 
other one man, will be connected with the 
renewal of Dearborn street. His Como, Mo- 
non, and Manhattan Buildmgs will be fol- 
lowed soon by otbers of similar nature. Ne- 
gotiations are on foot now for the purchase 
of fifty feet adjoining the Pontiac and for 
the erection of a Bat pg on the 
frontage just north of Van Buren street. 
The investments of Eastern ‘capital in 
Dearborn street property have been made on 

part of the street above Harrison street. 
The holdings of the rtletts, Thayers, 
Brooks, and Slater interests are all in this part. 
Among the holders of property between 
Adams and Harrison street are F. P. Owings, 
the Otis estate, C. C. Heisen, L. G. Fisher, H. 
C. Durand, J. W. Elle worth. Carter Harrison, 
Nelson Morris, John T. Dale, and Francis 
Lackner. All of these have associated them- 
selves with some of the improvements or are 
considered strong holders.

Second Contract for a Lease of the Stewart 
Clark Property Made. 

A transaction, ot which the first intimation 
was given in last Sunday’s Trreuxsg, has been 
made public. The Stewart Clark property, 
Nos. 98 and 95 Dearborn street, has been 
leased to J. A. Qualey fora term of ninety- 
nine years at $21,000 a year.

All the Buildings of the Plant Under Roof 
Ready for the Machinery. 

In May the final plans for all the Grant Lo- 
comotive buildings were approved. These 
buildings have been put under roof and the 
finishing touches are now being given to them 
by the contractors, During this season brick 
buildings covering a total area of 195,260 
square feet or almost four and one-half acres 
have been finished, ready for the machinery. 
The heating apparatus will be put into all the 
buildings at once. This work will at least 
convince the skeptical that the Grant Loco- 
motive Works company does not consider the 
vigorously contested claim of Hetty Green of 
any value. 

The main buildings of the plant and their 
ground floor diinensions are as follows: Ma- 
chine shop, 110x370 feet; erecting shop, 80x 
285 feet; blacksmith shop, 80x250 feet; ham- 
mer shop, 80x125 feet; 2 shop, 100x250 
feet; wood shop, 70x280 feet; paint shop, 70x 
170 feet; pattern shop. 60x130 feet; foundry, 
80x260 feet; core room, 50x60 feet; cupola 
room, 60x80 feet; boiler room, 50x70 feet; 
dynamo room, 50x60 feet, and office building, 
45x130 feet. 

The completed portion of the plant includes 
all of these buildings, with the exception of an 
office building, which is to be directly oppo- 
site Fourteenth street. 

The buiidings are grouped along the west 
side of Robinson avenue, between Thirteenth 
and Fifteenth streets. The quarter section 
just east cf the buildings, bounded by Hyman 
and Robinson avenues and Twelfth and Six- 
teenth streets, has been subdivided and par- 
tially im proved.

8 EXPLORING THE BENUE RIVER. 


Interesting Sights and Adventures Along a 

Great African Stream. 

New York Sun: During the winter of 1889 
Maj. Claude M. Macdonald made a very in- 
teresting journey by steamboat far up the 
Benué branch of the Niger River and then up 
its Kibbi tributary in a steam launch, ap- 


proaching very near to the basin of the Shari 


River, which empties into Lake Tchad; The 
Benué is the only river in Africa which affords 
uninterrupted navigation from the sea to 
the central. regions of the continent. 
Maj. Macdonald saw a good many novel 
and interesting things, made 3 great 
sensation along the river, and he recently told 
the Royal Geographical Society the story. of 
his adventures. The little stern-wheel steam- 
er Boussa, carrying five feet of water, carried 
the party. She was aground only once for 600 
miles, which speaks well for the pilot and also 
for the ibilities of navigation on this great 
river. Her twa large funnels, standing side 
by side, inspired great respect on the Upper 
Benué. The natives were under the impres- 
sion that these imposing chimneys could be 
lowered. from their vertical position at the 
sweet will of the white mau and fired off with 


destructive effect. 
At Mozum the men were armed chiefly with 


bows and arrows. Macdonald, wishing to test 


their skill, placed his handkerchief on a small 
tree about 180 feet off and said he would giva 
a piece of cloth to the archer who could hit 
the mark. A young man who seemed to be 
in popular favor as the William Tell of thevil- 
lage stepped to the front and sent a poisoned 
arrow whizzing into the center of the mark, 
and he became the sor of a bale of cloth 
as a reward for his prowess. country 
around here was at one time the great cotton 
market of this part of the Niger in. It is 
now an almost uninhabited waste, the Mo- 
hammedans having desvlated it during their 
slave raids. They have tried to cross the 
river at this point and carry their raids into 
the Bassa country, but the people, supported 


by the Niger company, and with the wide 


river before them, have effectually held the 
Mohammedans in check. 

At Loko, Macdonald met one of the much- 
talked of Fulbe Emirs, or Provincial Gover- 
nors of the Western Soudan. He appeared on 
the bank surrounded by a mounted retinue, 
and he himself was mounted on a small coun- 
try bred horse. He was dressed in a, volumi- 
nous tobe, handsomely embroidered with 
green silk, very baggy trousers, and embroid- 
ered scarlet shoes. Much to the amusement 
of the people on the boat-he prepared to ride 
his horse along the plank stretching between 
the shore and the vessel. He and his steed 
would have fallen into the river if the white 
man had not sent him word that he would 
be pleaged to see him without his horse. 

Atter he came on board he requested a pri- 
vate interview with the Queen’s envoy. He 
said he and his people were not tillers of the 
soil; they did not dig the ground, neither did 
they barter ivory or palm oil, like the mer- 
chants from Kano and the north, and like the 
white men. No, they were fighting people. 
They fought the pagans and made slaves of 
them. He had to send a tribute of 200 slaves 
to his master, the Sultan of Sokoto, and he 
had great difficulty in getting them, Now, an 
Macdonald was all-powerful, could he not, b 
authority of his Queen, make the white trad- 
ers sell him. rifles and cartridges so that he 
might raid the tribes on the other side of the 
river and thus get what he wanted? Of course, 
these would be used only against the pagans, 
and not against the white men. 

He was very much dejected when Mac- 
donald told him that the 72 and people of 
England hated slavery and slave raiding, aud 
therefore on no account would arms or am- 
munition be sold or given to him. Macdon- 
ald told them it would be much better if they 
oceupied themselves in tilling the soil, but his 
words probably fell on ae stony ground, 

In the Mitshi country, a little further up the 
Benué, Macdonald found a savage and treach- 
erous people who occupy both banks of the 
river and have kept the Mohammedans in 
check. They are split up into numberless 
little clans which makes it difficult to deal 
with them, as a treaty made with one clan is 
simply laughed at by the others, For a long 
time they had a wholesome dread of the white 
man, thinking he had descended from 
the skies aad was invulnerable. In 18865, 
however, they discovered their error. They 
had a slight dispute with the agent of one of 
the trading companies, and in the heat of the 
argument one ofthe young men slipped a 
poisoned arrow from his bow to test the sv 
posed invulnerability of the white man. e 
arrow just grazed the neck ofa white clerk 
named Hoyland, scarcely breaking the skin. 
The whites retreated towards the river, but be- 
fore they reached it the unfortunate clerk had 
succumbed to the poison in the wound. The 
Mitshis, finding that the whites were no more 
invulnerable than themselves, burned the 


various factories and massacred as many 


white men as they could find. They still pre- 
serve the skull of Agent Griffiths, which they 
use as a fetich. Ihey were severely punished 
for their treachery in 1886 by the Niger com- 
pany, and several of their villages were de- 
stroyed. 

Ibi is one of the largest stationsof the Niger. 
company on the Benué, The people belong 
to the Djuku tribe, and are inteliigent, peace- 
ful, and good-tempered. They are pagans, 
though they are surrounded on all sides by 
Mohammedans. By special request a number 
of the warriors and belles paraded in their 
best clothes, the warriors armed with bundles 
of poisoned spears and the women attired in 
bright-colored cloths. Capt. Ferryman tried 
to take some photographs, but they were 
all spoiled. The ladies, on being told 
that the white men were taking sun 
pictures of them, were greatly interested, and 
grouped themselves with great readiness. The 
removal of the cap from the lens, however, 
was invariably followed by the rapid 
disappearance of the ladies, who apparently 
thought that the removal of the cap would 
be followed by an explosion or the let- 
ting loose of the fetich which the box un- 
doubtedly contained. Macdonald got into 
the habit of coming into action with the 
camera ready loaded, the cap in his pocket, 
and with the instantaneous machinery pre- 
pared. He would then gaze into the sky and 
casually down into the camera, and when he 
saw auice picture reflected he would press 
the button and all was over. 

Near the Bakundi River the party received 
a visit from the Emir of Muri’s executioner, 
He explained the process employed by him, 
which consisted in first clubbing the victim 
on the head and then cutting the head off with 
a sword. He took great pride in his profes- 
sion and was a most cheerful executioner. In 
this territory the expedition saw many Fulbe 
women who d their hair over a pad in 
shape resembling a policeman’s Imet, 
though not quite so long. The hair was about 
a foot long. Considerable trade is done here 
in tin, which is collected by the natives in 
the streains that come down from the hills. 
They melt it down and bring it for barter in 
the shape of wire of about half the thick- 
ness of one’s little finger. The country here 
is very thickly populated, and completely un- 
explored on both sides of the river. The peo- 
ple fied en masse from several of the villages 
and hid in the surrouffding fields of millet, 
When they saw, however, t the intentions 
of the visitors were friendly, pleasant relations

their costume was somewhat start lin 
ladies of the tribe being the principal offend- 
ers,the majority of them being absolutely 
without clothmg. Barth in his “ Travels” 
says: I have observed that many of these

He will tell you the great sources of 
danger in lamps are dirty burnertz and badly- 
fitting wicks. How imconéeivably careless 
people can be on these point@it is difficult to 
rvatiop. Here 
is an instance vouched for by a lamp-dealer of 


great experience and well-deserved reputation? 


„A short time since we received a letter 
from a gentieman engaged in scientific pur- 
suits, stating that a lamp which had been in 
use for some three or four years and had al- 
ways given the most satisfactory results had 
recently taken fire, the consequence being that 
the lighted burner fell from the container, 
very nearly causing a serious disaster. We at 
once wrote requesting that the burner might 
be sent to us for examination, and on receipt 

igpated, that the

coating of dirt (but very few of the holes be- 

ing free) and that the wick was one size too 
small. 

Such instances might be indefinitely multi- 
plied, but the gist of all is the same. Granted 
cleanliness and ordinary caf, there can be no 
accident. To begin with, the lamp should 
be trimmed and filled with oil in the morn- 
img every day. Once a week the oil con- 
tuiner should be thoronghly emptied out and 
the small amount of dirty oil thrown away. 
Next see that the burner is clean. 

lamp burns badly this should be 

at once looked to, as it often 
1 the cause. If the burners are 
boiled for a few minutes in soda and water at 
reguiar intervals there will be little difficulty 
in the burning. Nextsee that the wicks fit 
exactly. For this purpose, when new wicks 
are required, the lamp-burner should always 
be sent. Some people buy their wick by 
ess, a most foolish plan, for not only must 


| it be of the right width, but also of the right 


thickness, so as to allow of the oil reaching 
the flame properly, and also tovlet the wick be 
turned up or down easily. Another thing to 
ascertain is if the wick is worn out. A 
lamp should have a fresh wick every month at 
least. Be careful before fitting in a new wick 
to see that the latter is perfectly dry. It 
should be placed for ten to flfteen minutes on 
the hot plate before fixing it on the lamp, so 
as to remove any moisture. It is said that 
soaking the wicks in vinegar, and then drying 
them thoroughly, prevénts all chance ot smok- 
ing; but of this there should be no fear where 
the lamp is regularly and properly cleaned 
and trimmed. Be careful in trimming the wick 
not to let any of the charred part fall into the 
burner. This is a fruitful source of trouble. 
Lamps with metal reservoirs are undoubtedly 
sefer than those of glass or china, as’ the 
former, if upset, can be picked up and re- 
placed before the oil ean escape. refore, 
where children are about, it is better to have 
only ‘metal containers, or else containers 
which can be slipped into the china or glass 
stands. Ofcourse the oil used must be of 
good quality. There is no saving, but, on the 
eontrary, waste and some danger in poor oil. 
Bad oil clogs the wiek and the burner, be- 
sides giving off an unpleasant and very dirty 
vapor.

keystone, with the stage at narrow end. 
ihere is an gisle on each side, but no aisle in 
the body of the house. Hach row of seats ex- 
tends in an unbroken curve from one side of 
the house to the other. There are seven en- 
trance doors on each side of the theater and 
four at the butt end—eighteen doors to admit 
and emit 1.650 persons. The number of the 
— door by which you are to enter the 

ouse or leave it is printed on your ticket, 
and you can use no door but thatone. Thus 
crowding and contusion are impossible. Not 
so many as a hundred people use any one 
door, This is better than having the usual 
{and uscless) elaborate fire-proof arrange- 
ments. It is the model theater of the world. 
It can be emptied while the second hand of 
a watch makes its circuit. It would be en- 
tirely safe even if it were built of lucifer 
matches. 

If your seat is near the center of a row and 
you come in late you must work ur way 
along a rank of about twenty-five ladies and 
gentlemen to get to it. Yet this causes no 
trouble, for everybody stands up until the 
seats are full, and the filling is accomplished 
in a very few minutes. ‘Then ail sit down 
and you have asolid mass of 1,500 heads mak- 
ing a steep cellar-door slant from the rear of 

house down to the stage. 


All the lights were turned low, so low that 


the congregation sat in a deep and solemn 
gloom. The funereal rustling of dresses and 
the low buzz of conversation began to die 
swiftly down, and presently not the ghost of a 
sound was.left.

During the evening there was an intermis- 
sion of three-quarters of an hour after the 
first act and one an hour long after the sec- 
ond. In both instances the theater was total- 
ly emptied, People who had previously en- 
gaged tables in the one sole eating-house 
were able to put in their time very satisfac- 
torily ; the os thousand went hungry. The 
opera was concluded at 10 in the evening or a 
little later. When we reached home we had 
been gone more than seven hours. Seven 
hours at $5 a ticket is almost too much for the 
money. 

While browsing about the front yard amon 
the crowd between the acts I encounte 
twelve or fifteen friends from different parts 
of America, and those of them who were most 
familiar with Wagner said that Parsifal“ 
seldom pleased at first, but that after one had 
heard it several times it was almost sure to 
become the favorite. It seemed impossibie, 
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but it was true, for the statement came from 
people whose word was not to be doubted. 

And I gathered some further information. 
On the ground I found part of a German 
musics agazine, and in it a letter written 
by Uhlic thirty-three years ago, 1n which he 
defends the scorned and abused Wagner 
against people like me, who found fault with 
the comprehensive absence of what our kind 
regards as singing. Uhlic says Wagner de- 
spised jene plapperude musik.“ and there- 
fore runs, trills, and schnörkel are dis- 
carded by him.“ I don’t know what a 
schnérkel is, but now that I know it 
has been left out of these operas I never 
have missed anything so much in my 
life. And Uhlic further says that Wagner’s 
song is true song; that it is simply empha- 
si intoned s h. That certainly de- 
scribes it—in Parsifal and some of the 
ether operas; and,if I understand Uhlic’s 
elaborate German, he apologizes for the beau- 

V well; now 
that Wagner and I understand each other, per- 
haps we shall: get along better, and I shall 
stop caliing him Waggner, on the American 
plan, and hereafter call him Voggner, as per 
German custom, for I feel entirely friendly 
now. The minute we get reconciled to a per- 
son, how willing we are to throw aside little 
needless punctilios and pronounce his name 
right! 

Of course [came home wondering why peo- 
ple should come from all the corners of Amer- 
ica to hear these operas, when we have 
lately had a season or two of them in New 
York with these same singers in the several 
parts, and possibly this same orchestra. I 
resolved to think that out at all hazards. 

Tuesday.— Yesterday they played the only 
operatic favorite I have ever heard -an opera 
which has always driven me mad with ignor- 
ant delight whenever I have heard it Tann- 
häuser.“ I heard it first when I was a youth, I 
heard it last in the last German season in 
New York. I was busy yesterday, and I did 
not intend to go, knowing I should have an- 
other Tannhäuser opportunity in a few 
days: but after 5 o’clock I found myself free, 
and walked out to the vupera-house and ar- 
rived about the beginning of the. second act. 
My opera ticket admitted me to the grounds 
in front, vast the policeman and the chain, 
and I thought I would take a rest on a 


bench for an hour or two and wait for the 


third act. 

In a moment or so the first bugles blew, and 
the multitude began to crumble apart and 
melt into the theater. I will explain that this 
bugle call is one of the pretty features here. 
You see, the theater is empty, and hundreds 
of the audience are a good way off in the feed- 
ing-house ; the first bugle call is blown about a 
quarter of an hour before time for the curtain 
to rise. This company of buglers, in uniform, 
march out with military step and send out 
over the landseape a few bars of the theme of 
the approaching act, piercing the distances 
with the gracious notes, then they march to 
the other entrance and repeat. Presently they 
do this over again. Yesterday only about 200 
people were still left in front of the house 
when the second call was blown; in another 
half minute they would have been in the house, 
but then a thing happened which delayed 
them—the one solitary thing in this world 
which could be relied on with certainty to ac- 
complish it. I suppose—an Imperial Princess 
appeared in the balcony above them. They 
stopped dead in their tracks, and began 
to gaze, in a stupor of gratitude and 
satisfaction. ‘The lady presently saw 
that she must disappear or the doors 
would be closed upon these worshipers, 
so she returned to her box. This daughter: in- 
law of an Emperor was pretty; she had a 
kind face; she was without airs: she is known 
to be full of common human sympathies. 
There are many kinds of Princes, but this kind 
is the most harmful of all, for wherever they 
go they reconcile people to monarchy and set 
back the clock of progress. The valuable 
Princes, the desirable Princes, are the Czars 
and their sort. By their mere dumb presence 
in the world they cover with derision every 
argument that can be invented in favor of 
royalty by the most ingenious casuist. In his

An Arabian Joke. 
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THE LIFE A FAMOUS ARTIST OF 
ENGLAND LEADS. 
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His Personality as Revealed During a Visit 
to the Village Whose Inhabitants Rejoice 
at His Presence The House and the 
Man—He Talks of Things Accomplished 
and His Hopes and Plaus for the Future 
How Fame and Fortune Have Come 


to Him. : 
OT-far from the south- 
ern borders of the well- 
wooded and carefully 
cultivated County of 
Hertfordshire, and 
within half an hour’s 
railway journey of 
London, there clusters 
on the slope of one of 
the low hills, which, 
however, are hardly of 
sufficient importance 
to dignify with that 
title,a quaint, old-fash- 
6 ioned village called 
Bushey. It was to this quiet nook, known to 
such Londoners as were familiar with its name 
chiefly from its proximity to a celebrated 
grove of chestnut trees, which, in the time of 
blossom, forms a favorite resort, that some 
eighteen years ago a tall, thin, nervous look- 
ing young man, whose careless, dark beard 
and quickly glancing dark eyes in some in- 
definable way suggested the artist, came dowu 
one dull autumn day from town and strode 
energetically up the winding village street. 

He was house-hunting, and with a rapidity 
which almost startled the slow-going inhabi- 
tants of the place with whom he had to deal, 
he had taken a long, low, picturesque cottage 
at the corner of the principal thoroughfare 
and one of the pretty country lanes running 
thereto. Later on to this cozy nest he brought 
his father and mother, the former a venera- 
ble-looking old gentleman, with long, white 
beard ; the latter a swéet-faced woman, also of 
mature age. I doubt not that when the neigh- 
bors, with their rustic suspicion of aught bear- 
ing the name of stranger, and their stolid be- 
lief in British respectability, heard that the 
new arrivals were Germans named Herko- 
mer, and that the son was a painter who per- 
force spent most of his weekdays in London, 
they shook their heads apprehensively and 
drew comparisons between there and the 
worthy retired tradesmen who occupied, 
‘* villas in the neighborhood not altogether 
to the former’s advantage. 

The few years that intervene between then 
and now have brought about many curious 
changes, but none, perhaps, more startling 
than that which has transformed this youth- 
ful stranger into the man by whom the name 
of Bushey is known to all the world of art, 
and is rapidly becoming so to a still wider cir- 
cle, while the inroads he has made on the re- 
spect and esteem of the villagers are shown by 
the fact that not long ago a memorial signed 
by all the inhabitants was presented to him, 
in which they “acknowledge with gratitude 
that it was for ths village a fortunate day 
when you became a resident amongst us. 

Of all artists in England Hubert Herkomer 
is the most interesting in his methods as well 
as the most striking and remarkable in his 
personality; and it was with that fact in mind 
that I made a pilgrimage the other day to 
Bushey to spend an afternoon with him. Half 
an hour’s walk up a hilly road, bordered at 
first by pleasant 3 rows, eventually led 
me through the typical old English village 
main street, with its low, many gabled houses, 
the upper portions in some cases overhanging 
the worn pavements . beneath, or jutting out 
here and there into oddly shaped bays and 
oriels, to the low cottage, rendered somewhat 
straggling in outline by innumerable addi- 
tions, and surrounded by buildings in various 
stages of completion, which bears the name of 
Dyicham in boldly painted letters, and is the 
home of Herkomer until the enormous house 
which is gradually creeping skyward in the 
rear of it shall be ready for occupancy. 

The vagaries of the railway have brought 
me to my goal somewhat before the hour of 
my appointment. and so the butler who opens 
the low door which gives entrance from the

vine-grown porch telle me that the Pro- 
tessor is at the school,“ but will presently 
be here to meet me. erkomer is profes- 
sor by virtue of his 1 ger to tho much- 
coveted honor of the Slade professorship at 
Oxford. 

In the meantime I am courteously received 
by the artist’s nephew, who leads me through 
the lofty studio with its marvelously carved 
furniture, cabinets, chairs, tables, book-cases, 
and whatnots, owing their aluiost riotously 
lavish profusion of flocid Gothic ornamenta- 
tion to the fertile imagination and deftness of 
handicraft of the artist’s father, a very giant 
among wood-carvers. 

We pass out and through a large garden, the 
winding walks of which are littered with rap- 
idly falling leaves, while the dull autumn sky 
adds a somber shade to the miniature lake 
over which we cross by arustic bridge. At 
length through the trees we catch a glimpse 
of a large and imposing building about which, 
on closer acquaintance, there is to eyes ac- 
customed to the later developments of Ameri- 
can architectural style something strangely 
familiar in sentiment, though thé surround- 
ne ae all so thoroughly English. 

e drawing-room is a lofty apartment 
having on one side a noble fireplace, spanned 
by a simple arch, the lines of which will be 


followed by the rich carvings and intricate 
traceries already waiting to be put into posi- 
tion; while the ceiling, with its heavy carved 
beams of California redwood, is even now 
partially finished. At one end a music gal- 
lery crosses room, having for its front a 
balcony railing of rich-hued copper, ham. 
mered into «semblance of. conventional 
flowers and vine-uke tendrils. Underneath 
this gallery is the painter’s sanctum sancto- 
rum, where by a cunning arrangement of slid- 
ing panels he can shut himself out from sight 
orsound of the outer world, while above 
winds upward a stone staircase which leads to 
the large re-room, fit rece le for the 
pictures his own which he will not permit 
to leave his possession, and for the master- 
pieces of other men which he may own,

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Leaving his planes referring 
career Herkomer said: Te born 
at Woal, in Bavaria, near Lamsberg-am-Lech. 
My father was a master joiner by trade, but 
an artist by nature, my mother a born musi- 
When I was only 2 years old my par- 
ents emigrated to America, and for years 


lived at Cleveland, O., but the climate not 


agreeing with either my mother or myself, my 
father decided to return to Europe, we 
settled in England, in Southampton, where all 
my youth was spent. Here my mother taught 
music, my father worked at his trade. At 14 
I went three times a week to the local branch 
of South Kensi Art School and went 
through the usual laborious course of copying

To return to the portrait: unable to obtain

** | have been hard at work among my pu-

In the same degree I take pleasure in my 
school. It was started about eight years ago. 
I do not believe that an artist should accept 
money for teaching. I, at all events, could 
not bring myself so to do, though Iam as 
‘practical’ as most. Today the school forms 
the most important element in the social life 
of the village, for a maiority of my best pu- 
pils, as soon as their term of studentship bas 
expired, bave settled in the village around me, 
some in studios I have built for them myself. 
othersin studios of their own erection. I 
have around me over a hundred of my ad- 
herents and disciples, It is, I humbly con- 
ceive, the best work of my life. 

“Thave maturing in my brain a scheme of 
which though it is ‘not yet full fledged I can 
allow a glimpse. I mean to start at my own 
expense a school for the teaching of the various 
artistic crafts; a school of art, in fact, which 
shall include all the handicrafts and subsidiary 
arts. To this I am led by the great attention 
now bestowed upon technical education, and 
what I conceive are the false principles upon 
which at present this education is based. Not 
infrequently young people have ocme under

my notice who have a strong artistic instinct, 
and who yet just fall short of the capacity for 
attaining distinction or advancing beyond 
mediocrity in the highest forms of art. Now 
these are tho very ones who, if they would 
adopt a handicraft, could do work which 
would benefit themselves and do good to the 
world at large. We ate better off, it ss true, 
than we were a score of years ago, but there 
is a life work still before many of us in the 
way of raising and improving the standard of 
design in the subsidiary arts and crafts. 
„Mind you, design is the last thing I shall 
teach instead of the first, as is too often the 
case nowadays in schools of this character. I 
shall make my pupils craftsmen first, and then 
leave it to themselves, under proper guidance

WARNER MILLER EXPLAINS THE 
NICARAGUA ENTERPRISE. 


Yorker by George M. Pullman, Stuy- 
vesant Fish, and N. K. Fairbank at the 
Chicago Club—The Scheme Is Received 
Heartily—Why Chicago Should Have a 
Hand in Managing the Interoceanic 
Waterway—Estimates of the Cost. 


George M. Pullman, Stuyvesant Fish, and 

N. K. Fairbank gave a dinner Thursday even- 
ing at the Chicago club to ex-Senator Warner 
Miller of New York, President of the Nicara- 
gua Canal Construction company. The east 
wall of thé room was covered with a large- 
scale map of the survey for the canal, with its 
neighboring terrritory. The great Lake Ni- 
caragua (1,200 square miles of surface) was 
exhibited on the left, close to the Pacific, 
while from its eastern bank the magnificent 
San Juan River was seen flowing down to the 
Atlantic. Many of the guests realized for the 
first time the astonishing natural advantages 
by the structure of the country and 
the position of this lake, which, as Mr. Miller 
explained, has only a barrier forty-four feet 
high between it and the Pacific, and none at 
all on the Atlantic side. 
After dinner the guest of the evening was 
introduced. He wag received with great ap- 
plause. Senator Miller spoke for a half-hour 
in a quiet, clear, restrained, and business-like 
manner. Step by step he traced the line of 
the canal, asiliustrated by the great chart, 
beginning at the harbor of Greytown on the 
Atlantic and ending at Brito on the Pacific, 
170 miles, of which twenty-three miles is ex- 
cavated canal, the rest being lake and slack- 
water navigation through which steamers can 
sail and pass each other at full speed. He 
finished with a short explanation of the finan- 
cial history of the present company, which 
has spent, and is spending, $5,000,000, most of 
which is for the ten miles of completed rail- 
way, the nearly completed harbor at Grey- 
town, and the purchase of a splendid dredg- 
ing plant which survives the wreck of the 
Panama Canal fraudulent failure. The mere 
cost of r this plant to Greytown 
was $100,000 in go 

Mr. Miller mah oi the detailed estimate of 
the engineers for the whole work was $56,000,- 
000, which a revising Board had raised to $64,- 
000, 000 to cover unforeseen © contingencies, 
Adding loss of interest during construction he 
himself, being resolved never to be charged 
with an underestimate, placed it at $100,- 


000,000, 
ae. Fairbank and Mr. Pullman followed 
speaking on the grand national and historical 
features of the work and the absolute neces- 
sity that Chicago should have a hand in it. 
Mr. Fish called Attention to its commercial 
relations with Chicago, seeing that this city is 
— as near Greytown as is New York; that 
canal itself and to the southward of it the 
whole west coast of South America are nearly 
in a straight line south from Chicago; and 
that, when the canal shall be completed, the 
business of that whole coast, and the gulf 
coast, will be a continuous coasting trade 
with the Mississippi Valley. 
Mr. Fish called attention to the fact that 
every great commercial community had 
reac its eminence by opening and controll- 
ing avenues of trade with less civilized 
poor. instancing Venicé, Constantinople, 
aples, and now England, in their connection 
with the East Indies. 

The canal will be built,” he said, the 
isthmus will be broken within our own times. 
The question for us is whether it shall be con- 
trolled by England or by the United States. 

Engineer Treat of Chicago, who built the 
ele ven miles of completed railway along the 
canal line, s * of his connection with the 
work and faith in it; also his personal 
knowledge that the company’s estimates of 

cost were not only honestly made and frankly 
stated, but were surely above rather than be- 
low what that cost would actually turn out to 
be. The road he had built, which had been 
estimated at $50,000 a mile, he had built for 
$30,000. e Further, he had offered, ana still 
kept ood his offer, to build the entire work 


within the company’s estimates. 

To a question suggested by Marshall Field, 
as to the health of the locality, Mr. Treat an- 
swered that he had worked 1,000 men through 
the rainy season and had lost in all but two 
by disease.

CORONER'S CIRCULAR TO UNDERTAKEBS. 


Endeavor to Prevent Premature Embalm- 
ing Where Dexth by Poison Is Suspected. 
Coroner Hertz will mail today to every un- 

dertaker in the city and county a circular re- 

questing them to follow certain regulations in 
the embalming of dead bodies. 

The Coroner is prompted to tais action by 
the result in tae Carrie Smith case, in which 
the hope of ascertaining the cause ‘of death 
was baffled by the embalming of the body of 
the girl the day before the post-mortem was 
to have been held. 

The circular reads as follows: 

In the absence of any statutory regulation in re- 
gard to the embalmi of dead ies the under- 
signed Coroner of Cook County has concluded to 
address the following request to all undertakers 
within his jurisdiction : 

Undertakers should never embalm orn t 
any dead body left in their char 
in personal possession a burial pe 
City Health Department, or permission from the 
Coroner, in such cases where the cause of death 
of the body in question has , is, or may 
come the subject of an inquest. 

This request 1s made for the following reasons: 

1. Embalming fluids as a general rule all con- 
tain violent mineral poisons, r their 
injection into dead bodies would féreyer prevent 
the demonstration of poisoning with 
poisons before death. 

2. The injection of any embalming fluid into a 
body changes the appearancé of the ofgans 
greatly, and consequently it is to 
attempt to establish the cause of deathof em- 
baimed bodies by a post-mortem examination. 

3. A physician’s or doctor's :certificate of death 
is not sutticient to allow em q ause the 
City Health Department is the judge of the valid- 
2 a certificate. 

here is no doubt that nearly all undertakers 
understand the justice of this request and will 
follow the rules indicated, but the matter is of 
great importance, andin special cases might be 
of the greatest importance, as the ends of justice 
might easily be defeated if a thorough post-mor- 
tem examination cannot be made.

I 
am going to try to go farther than this and ha ve 
alaw passed making it a misdemeanor for 
an undertaker to embalm a body which has 
been, is, or may become a Cordner’s case 
without an order from the Coroner.”

Carelessness led toa fire yesterday which 
damaged the property of the Cooke Brewing 
company to the extent of $5,000.

There were eight horses in the stable. One 
was burned to death and another had to be 
shot. The stable and contents are a total joss, 
and a Frick kim which connected with the 
stable slightly damaged. This kiln was the 
salvation of the main building. ‘The property 
was insured for half its value.

While awaiting the termination of the 
preliminary arrangements Mr. Burridge is en- 
gaged upon an oil painting, 4x10 feet, of one of 
the principal motives of the cyclorama. This 
picture when completed will be hung in the 
Casino.

There are at present on exhibition at Thur- 
ber’s a choice selection of oil paintings by foreign 
artists from the collection of Mr. Blieman, the 
New York art-dealer. The most important of 
these is a picture by Charles Meissonier entitled 
“A Tea-Party on the Lawn.” On a terrace in 
front of an old chateau, which is half hidden by 
trees and shrubbery, is a party of men and wom- 
en about a table drinking tea and listening to the 
conversation of one of the men. A maid is serving 
the tea, and coming down the path from the 
chateau is an elderly couple. In treatment tho 
work is leas hard and at the same time less forci- 
ble than that of the elder Meissonier. 

The Marriage is one of the largest pictures 
ever painted by Louis Alvarez. The excessively 
ornate architecture of the church, and the brill- 
lant costumes of the ecclesiastics and the bridal 
party and guests, who are attired in the costume 
of the Directory, have furnished an opportunity 
for the artist to display his cleverness in the 
painting of textures and details. 

There are single figure subjects by Bouguereau 
and Madrazo. The Gleaner” isa fairly repre- 
sentative work by the former, and the Castanet 
Player,” showing the young woman in the back 
of a Spanish theater, standing with one foot 
slightly elevated on the round of a stool adjust- 
ing the castanets to. her fingers, is a spirited ex- 
ample of the work of the other. 

A strong picture, though one of small dimen- 
sions, is De Neuville’s *‘ Taking an Observation.“ 
A squad of french soldiers, with an officer, are 
halted in the dusk near what is evidently the high 
wall surrounding the grounds of a chateau, and 
one of the men is standing upon the shoulders of 
another and peering Over the wall. The action 
of the figures and the fine effect of harmonious 
color and tone make it a most pleasing picture.

A lecturer who prides himself on faultless pro- 
nunciation, and whose sentences are so construct- 
ed that they measure like the rhythm of a poem, 
said the other evening to the writer: I have 
just received from a friend a little book entitled 
10,000 Mispronounced Words. I have devoted 
a great portion of * life to proper 
pronunciation of words. am so sensitive on 
that that I am unhappy. I thought I had about 
the proper accent and so on, certainly in the vo- 
cabulary I use, but I am confronted every day 
with something new. If not that, with a pronun- 
ciation different from that to which I am accus- 
tomed. What's a fellow todo? Webster says one 
thing. Along come Worcester, the Century, and 
other authorities and knock it all over. I am 
told that Webster is authority in this country. 
Who made him authority? The schools, the writ- 
ers, the press? But the schools, the writers, the 
press do not agree. I meet scholarly men every 
day of my life, Americans, who differ in their pro- 
nunciations. And these differencés are not in 
words seldom used, but in those which are of ev- 
ery day use. I am told, for example, that I must 
say ‘acowstics’ instead of ‘acoostics.’ I refuse to 
do it. The first pronunciation would knock the 
best. constructed sentence into disorder. And yet 
Webster says ‘ acowstics.’ I have been pro- 
nouncing paresis as if it were spelled ‘ pareesis.’ 
Here ie an excellent authority before me which 
tells me that the proper pronunciation is 
par-e-sis, accent on the first. And so the changes 
keep in motion. What a babel we shall some day 


have.“

Interesting Things About the Coming 


Congress. 

An ex-Congressman, why asks to be classed 
among the unknown, furnishes this department 
with the following. which, in view of the fact that 

meets next Monday, will be of interest: 

“ The next will be the Fifty-second Congress. 
In some respects it will be unlike any since the 


defeat of the old Whig party. In certain con- 


tingencies it will name the President, and as that 
would be settled by the House of Representatives, 
and as the House will be Democratic, it follows 
that the President would be a Democrat, if the 
contingency of which Lspeak should arise. ‘The 
House will consist of 238 Democrats and 87 Re- 
publicans. Then there are seven members who 
were elected on the Alliance ticket. This gives 
a representation of 332. The Senate will consist 
of 51 Republicans, 36 Democrats, and 1 Alliance 
man. In the Congress to meet Monday the vote 
by States will stand as follows: Democratic, 30; 
Republican, 12; Farmer’s Alliance, 2. Thus, you 
will see that. in the event of no election by the 
Electoral vote, the House would surely name a 
Democratic President. It would be to the 
interest of the Democratic party to bring about a 
state of things which would result in an election by 
the House. You may remember that by the 
Electoral vote of Colorado in 1876, only three, the 


election of a President that year was determined. 


In the Congress to meet next Monday all the 
Pacific States except Montana will be Republican. 
Kansas and Nebraska are held by the Alliance 
party. The remaining thirty States are con- 


trolled by the Democrats. New York will have 


twenty-three Democratic members and eleven 
Republicans; Ohio, fourteen Democrats and seven 
Republicans; Illinois, fifteen Democrats and five 
Republicans; Indiana, eleven Democrats and 
two Republicans; Massachusetts, seven Demo- 
crats and five Republicans; New Jersey, five Dem- 
ecrats and two Republicans. In the Republican 
— Iowa, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, and Wis- 
consin—the Democrats have majprities in the 
House. In Kansas and Nebraska, also hitherto 
Republican stryngholds, the Alliance party is in 
power. The Republicans will be in position to 
uphold the administration. The Democrats can 
do nothing to thwart the Administration. They 
will be put on their mettle. They must. do some- 
thing that will get them the confidence of the 
people. Can they do it? What measure have 
they which can bring about that? As I said be- 
fore, their play will be to so arrange the cam- 

in the fall as to throw the election of the 
President into the House.“
